Termination of Denver 
Jury Bribery Case. 


JUDGE 
MULLINS’ 
DECISION 


Based Solely on Declaration That There Was 
No Evidence— Rumors Fly Thick 
in Denver. 


Special to the G azette. 
D enver, Aug. 31.—Judge Mullins this 
m orning dism issed the five defendants 
in the trial for the alleged attem pt to 
bribe the A nderson ju ry . He has had 
th e question of dism issal on the ground 
of a non-suit u nder advisem ent since 
yesterday m orning, and this m orning 
in a few sh o rt sentences granted the re­ 
quest. 
The a b ru p t ending of the case 
cam e as a com plete surprise to every 
one. 
I t w as tho u g h t th a t the court 
Would deny the m otion in a t least three 
o f the cases, and th u s allow the jury to 
p ass upon those three. 
One 
of 
the 
principal reasons for the surprise was 
th e sweeping Vindication the court gave 
th e alleged conspirators. 
Mr. Smith, 
in his plea for a non-suit, 
held that 
th e re w as no s ta tu te in the state m ak­ 
in g it an offense to attem p t to bribe a 
dury. H e held th a t the present law only 
covered a case w here the bribery w as 
successful. H e did not lay very great 
stress in his argum ents upon the ques­ 
tion as to w hether an attem p t had been 
xnade or not, b u t sim ply held th a t the 
•law of the state w as lax, in not m aking 
th e attem p t punishable. 
In his decis­ 
ion today, Judge M ullins swept aw ay 
th a t technicality in one breath and dis- 
lilissed the defendants on the ground 
th a t "th e evidence is wholly insufficient 
■to w a rra n t us to sustain a verdict in 
th e cases now on trial.” 
The decision is very short and is as 
follows : 
"In cases num bered 15,031 to 8, the 
people vs. Tam m en 
et al., the court 
h as during the recess fully and care­ 
fully gone over and considered the law 
an d the evidence In the case non- be­ 
fore the court. The burden of proof in 
these cases is upon the state, and the 
sta te m ust show the guilt of the de­ 
fendants beyond all reasonable doubt. 
The law has clothed these defendants 
w ith the presum ption' iof 
innocence, 
■which protects them from thp begin­ 
ning to the end of th e trial., The state 
having introduced its evidence, the de­ 
fense under its rig h ts has asked the 
co u rt to in stru ct the jurK to return a 
v erd ict for th e defendants. The ques­ 
tion, therefore, is w hether under the 
law and the evidence any verdict could 
be rendered by the ju ry which could be 
sustained. 
"The court has grave doubts w hether 
th ere is an y valid and sufficient statute 
in this state defining em bracery and 
prescribing its punishm ent, but w ithout 
passing upon th a t question a t this time, 
th e court feels com peted by the law 
an d the evidence In th e casvs now be­ 
fore the court to g ra n t the motion of the 
defendants, on the ground th a t the evi­ 
dence is wholly insufficient to w arrant 
o r to sustain a verdict in the cases now 
on trial. The defendants will therefore 
be discharged, b u t the court is more 
fully convinced 
th an ever 
th a t the 
course and procedure recom mended and 
adopted by this court in the contem pt 
proceedings 
are 
both 
regular 
and 
proper. 
In addition the court believes 
th a t neither in th e contem pt proceed­ 
ings o r In the cases now on trial be­ 
fore th e court w as there an y legal evi­ 
dence th a t required the filing of in­ 
form ation ag ain st M essrs. Tammen and 
Bonflls.” 
- T here never w as a verdict rendered 
in A rapahoe county th a t has caused as 
m uch critioism everyw here tonight. The 
decision is being criticised in term s that 
can hard ly 
be 
im agined. 
Criticism 
h a s followed Judge M ullins’ actions ever 
since the trial began, b u t when today 
h e dism issed five defendants, after one- 
h a lf of the ju ry h ad testified th a t they 
knew , eith er directly or indirectly of 
a ttem p ts to bribe by the offer of ji,000, 
public opinion for the tim e being prac­ 
tically lost Its rèspect for the court, and 
he w as cepsured on all sides. 
T he proceedings this m orning were of 
such ch aracter th a t they never will be. 
forgotten by those present. 
A fter a 
few m inor details h ad been attended to, 
th e court announced his decision. 
He 
read it from a few slips of common note 
paper. 
W hen he b eg a n ‘to unfold the 
paper, a stillness settled over the room 
th a t w as som ething terrible. The court 
noticed it, and w as preceptibly nervous. 
H is hands shook, an d he seemed to have 
a h atta c k of stag e frig h t. H e got along 
reasonably well u n til he completed the 
statem en t th a t the evidence w as in­ 
noticed it, when à , m urm ur of disap­ 
p roval sw ept over th e room , th a t could 
n o t be located, nor described, and yet 
th a t could be h eard by every one. 
At 
th is point, the jud g e’s voice seemed 
to give aw ay, an d he finished the read­ 
in g in tones scarcely audible back of 
th e atto rn ey ’s railing. 
F o r a moment 
all w as silent. 
Then D istrict A ttorney Llndsley re­ 
lieved thé p ressure by w heeling in his 
ch air and s ta rtin g to w alk tow ards the 
re a r of the room . A s he passed the re­ 
p o rter's table, he m urm ured to himself, 
"W ell, th a t gets m e.” ' Special Prose­ 
cu to r 
O’B rien 
looked 
sick. 
Judge 
Thom as seemed relieved, b u t the sickly 
sm ile th a t has played over his face 
during the entire tria l w as still there 
an d he could not seënâ to realize w hat 
h ad happened. 
S àdlièr and Schrader 
w ere both bending forw ard when the 
read in g was- concluded, and they set­ 
tled back in th eir ch airs w ith an ap ­ 
pearance of satisfaction. D uring the en­ 
tire trial th ey hav e h ad the appear­ 
ance as though th e y felt "If any une 
gets it in th e neck, it w ill be us." and 
w hen th ey realized th a t they were not 
to g et it, th ey w ere satisfied.

The sh arp est of lightning ac­ 
com panied th e storm and as a result 
business In th e camp for th e period 
was practically suspended. 
A lter a 
very bright day th è sky in the w est 
and practically all over the cam p be­ 
came as black alm ost as night. 
The 
huge clouds seem ed to fall directly 
upon the cam p and a t 4:30 o’clock 
the dow npour com menced. 
H all and 
rain cam e down in alm ost a solid body 
and th e flashes of lightning w ere the 
sharpest th a t th e cam p has experienced 
in some tim e. 
The city of Cripple Creek slopes 
gradually to th e south. 
The greatest 
dam age w as done a t the county court 
house, in th e McDotigall block, on 
F irst 
stre e t and 
B ennett 
avenue. 
Above this building the hail form ed a 
sort of dani and w hen it broke the 
w ater rushed down the hill a t th e rear 
of the building and forced open the 
doors. 
A flume runs under th is build­ 
ing and the hail and d irt stopped this 
up. 
The w ater from th is flume rose 
In th e building and w as greatly in­ 
creased 
by th a t which 
rushed 
in 
through th e rear doors. 
In every of­ 
fice, w ith 
the exception of 
Sheriff 
S tew art’s, which is the highest—the 
building being built upon the steep 
grade—the w ater rose from one to 
three feet. 
The underpinnings of the 
floor in the office of the clerk of the 
county court gave way and th e big 
safe fell to the ground below. 
Three 
large volumes, two of probate m atter 
and one containing the records of in­ 
sane persons w ere badly dam aged and 
will probably have to be transcribed. 
Young’s drug store in th e corner of 
this building suffered greatly from the 
hail and rain, about $500 w orth of 
dam age being done. 
The carpets In 
the county offices are destroyed, pnd 
it Is estim ated th a t th e dam age will 
reach several hundred dollars. 
A fter the storm had passed, w ork­ 
men w ith w heelbarrow s hauled out 
the mud and hall from the offices and 
then th e firem en w ith th e Are hcse 
and a gang of men w ith broom s were 
put to w ork cleaning the floors. 
The rush of w aters tore out 20 feet 
of a cem ent sidew alk on B ennett ave­ 
nue betw een F irst and Second streets 
At the Brown F urniture com pany’s 
store in th is block the w ater rushed 
in through th e back door and was 
about six inches deep on t.se floor. 
On Third street sand covered the elec­ 
tric track s a foot deep, and at Union 
park in Cripple Creek gulch a por­ 
tion of the fence w as w ashed away. 
The storm appeared to be heavier in 
this city th an anyw here else in the 
camp. 
Sand on the M idland T erm i­ 
nal track at Eclipse derailed the en­ 
gine of th e evening suburban train 
and greatly delayed traffic on th a t line. 
The severe lightning stopped the elec­ 
tric cars and set one of the com pany's 
jofiss an ilr'i. 


CLO U D BU R STS CA U SED

C loudbursts 
were

during the severe thunder storm s of the 
afternoon. Two serious w ashouts were 
reported on the Rock Island and one oc­ 
curred on the Rio Grande. 
The storm broke w ith violence on the 
hills northeast of the city and the w aters 
tore down Shook’s Run In a torrent. The 
w ater carried out a culvert on the Rock 
Island about four miles out of town, and 
another cloudburst east of Falcon took 
out a large bridge. 
T rain No. 41 from the east, due here 
at 4:30 o'clock, w as caught betw een these 
w ashouts and did not get in until about 
8:15. The trains which did not get across 
the big bridge east of Falcon before the 
flood w ere still tied up at a late hour 
last night. 
The 8:40 train for the east over the 
Rock Island left by w ay of Denver, no 
train s going over the line betw een here 
and Limon during the night. 
L ate In th e afternoon a cloudburst car­ 
ried 
out a bridge over a sm all stream 
near H ardscrabble, a town near Florence. 
A force of m en w as put to w ork but the 
road w as not yet open a t a late hour In 
the night. 
The S anta F e w as m ore fortunate and 
no delays were occasioned by the storm . 
The Short Line trains came through about 
on tim e, th ere being no dam age aside 
from a slight settling of the track.

Spokane, W ash., Aug. 31.—All re­ 
ports show th a t the w reck on the 
G reat N orthern, 40 m iles east of Kali- 
spel, Mont., w as 
the 
w orst in the 
road’s h istory and one of the m ost 
agonizing in the annals of A m erican 
railroading. 
Thirty-four 
lives w ere 
lost and 10 persons are injured. Three 
of the injured will surely die and the 
others w ere seriously hurt. 
TH E DEAD. 
P. T. DOWNS, assistant general sup­ 
erintendent of the G reat N orthern lines 
west of Minot. 
K IR K D. DOWNS, his son. 
HENRY BLAIR,

By strenuous and heroic efforts 15

As th e runaw ay train .sped by 
th e switch it struck a caboose and 
day coach on the siding, w recking 
them . 
F ire im m ediately stafted from 
th e oil lam ps in th e caboose.

point w here th e \vild tra in crashed 
into th e passenger w as several hun­ 
dred feet aw ay and it w as tw o and a 
half hours before the flames reached 
th e m ain w reck. 
M eanwhile frantic 
efforts w ere m ade to take out the dead 
and injured. 
The w reck w as piled 
high and wedged into alm ost hopeless 
confusion, and in spite of superhum an 
efforts th e flames burned th eir way 
to the w recked cars before '.the work 
w as com pleted. J. H. B lair .(colored), 
cook in Mr. Downes’ car. w as taken 
out alive but died in a few m inutes. 
It w as im possible to g et a t th e bodies 
of S uperintendent Downes and son. 
The runaw ay tore down the hill at 
lightning speed, rounding th e m ost 
severe curves at a speed of upw ards 


of 70 m iles an hour where reguiai 
train s barely craw led along.

The train crew was forced 
back from its work of rescue by the 
flames. One m an penetrated as far 
the private car w here he said he saw 
the dead bodies of Mr. Downes and 
his son and from w here he ora__ . 
th e body of the cook. 
In the laborera’ 
car m any of th e 46 occupants were so 
pinned in th a t 
they could not be 
reached and burned before the eyes 
of th e spectators. 
The firo was so 
fierce th a t th e rear sleeper could not 
be saved though it had not left the 
track. Its occupants were hurried into 
forw ard cars 
which 
were 
hauled 
ahead out of reach of the fire. 
The 
flam es extended to th e brush a 
side th e tra ck and burned down the 
telegraph poles. 
A wire break fol­ 
lowed. which w ith a storm greatly re­ 
tarded telegraphic new s of the wreck. 
The first m essage sent went to Kali- 
spel and the w recker and doctors In 
th a t tow n w ere ordered to the scene. 
The injured w ere given every attention 
and as soon as possible the train with 
its grew som e burden of dead, dying

has cast a

subm arine boats. The czar will be on

S tandart, 
which will be escorted by the

Star, 
unless he invites

lana will Join the escort. 


P resident Loubet will a r r i v e a t Dun­ 
kirk a t 7 a. m., accompanied by tht 
cabinet m inisters and will open th( 
new city hall there during th e after­ 
noon.

For a num ber of years long wooden flat 
cars were loaded arduously by shovel w ith 
ore. coke, coal, gravel, broken stone or 
w hatever loofle m aterials were 
to 
be 
shipped from point to point, and unloaded 
arduously in the sam e way, L arge ca ­ 
pacity steel cars were Introduced which 
reduced repairs and w ear and tear gen­ 
erally and m ade large shipm ents easier 
to handle. 
M achinery cam " in with d er­ 
ricks and lifts and traveling cars to 
mf.ke loading more rapid and economical, 
and now a car has been invented which 
does aw ay w ith the toilsom e unloading. 
In th ree-q u arters of an hour seven men 
used to be able to unload 25 tons. Now a 
m an w ithout m anual labor can In a few 
seconds unload twice that am ount. Mere 
force of gravity does the work. A djust­ 
able steel valves or floors m ake It possi­ 
ble to discharge on either side, on both 
6ldes a t once, on either or both sides of 
the center, or on both sides and center 
at the sam e time. In motion they will 
spread the load from five to 30 feet from 
the track, the width of the spread de­ 
pending upon the speed of the train. This 
Is all done w ithout careening or m oving 
the body of the car. This car is n atu ral­ 
ly adapted for ballasting. The load can 
be spread In any or all of its various 
w ays by one ordinary laborer, and the 
spreading Is regulated by the speed of 
the train. The average car has a capacity 
of 80,000 pounds. The car has also a con­ 
vertible use. Being made of steel, it can 
be changed In a m inute into a well- 
arm ored car for m ilitary operations w ith 
narrow loop-holes and well-covered de­ 
fence. It has, 
tnerefore, a double ad­ 
vantage for arm ies in the Held.—(A rthur 
Goodrich, In The W orld's Work.

For a num ber of years long woodon flat 
car« were loaded arduously by shovel with 
ore. coke, coal, gravel, broken stone or 
w hatever loose m aterials were 
to 
bo 
shipped from point to point, and unloaded 
arduously In the sam e way. l.nrge ca­ 
pacity steel cars were Introduced which 
reduced repairs and w ear and tear gen­ 
erally and m ade large shipm ents easier 
to hnndle. 
M achinery came In with d er­ 
ricks nnd 
lifts and traveling cars to 
m ake loading m ore rapid and economical, 
and now a car has been Invented which 
does aw ay with the toilsom e unloading. 
In th ree-q u arters of an hour seven men 
used to be able to unload 25 tons. Now a 
m an w ithout m anual labor can In a few’ 
seconds unload twice that am ount. Mere 
force of gravity does the work. A djust­ 
able steel valves or floors m ake It possi­ 
ble to discharge on either side, on both 
sides at once, on either or both sides of 
the center, or on both sides and center 
at the sam e time. In motion they will 
spread the load from five to 30 feet from 
the track, the width of the spread de­ 
pending upon the spaed of the train. This 
is all done w ithout careening or moving 
the body Of the car. This car Is n atu ral­ 
ly adapted for ballasting. The load can 
be spread in any or all of its various 
ways by one ordinary laborer, and the 
spreading is regulated by tho speed of 
the train. The average car has a capacity 
of 80.000 pounds. The car has also a con­ 
vertible use. Being m ade of steel, it can 
be changed in a m inute Into a well- 
arm ored car for m ilitary operations w ith 
narrow loop-holes and well-covered de­ 
fence. It has, tnerefore. a double ad ­

a u th o rs a re J. A. Jam e s, p ro fesso r of 
h isto ry in N o rth w e ste rn u n iv ersity , an d 
A. H . S anford, w ho Jills th e c h a ir of 
h isto ry in th e N o rm al school a t S te ­ 
v en s P o in t, W is. 
T he p ec u lia rity in 
th is book lies in its in ten sely p rac tic a l 
p o in t of view , its p urpose 
b ein g to 
teach , n o t only w h a t should be, b u t 
esp ecially w h a t is; n o t only th eo ry b u t 
how th eo ries w o rk o u t in a c tu a l p ra c ­ 
tice. 
W ith th is idea, th e a u th o rs 
have 
m ad e ev ery effort to p re se n t th e te a c h ­ 
ers of civil g o v ern m en t a book on th e 
sam e plan e w ith th e b est tex ts in h is­ 
to ry , lite ra tu re an d science. T hey h av e 
in cluded n o t only th e d iscussion o f th e 
n atio n al. C o n stitu tio n o rd in a rily found 
in tex ts, b u t th ey h a v e also placed em ­ 
p h a sis upon th e a c tu a l w o rk in g s of th e 
n a tio n a l g o v ern m en t in its v a rio u s d e­ 
p a rtm en ts. 
S ta te a n d local 
g o v ern ­ 
m en ts a re tre a te d w ith m u ch m o re fu ll­ 
n ess th a n is c u sto m a ry in te x ts on 
th is su b ject. C ity g o v ern m en t is given 
a d e q u ate tre a tm e n t. P ro m in en ce is g iv ­ 
en to p rac tic a l problem s, of g o v ern m en t 
such a s a rise in connection w ith elec­ 
tions, tria ls, ta x a tio n an d o th er su b ­ 
jects. 
T h u s th e book b rin g s p u p ils fac e to 
face w ith g o v ern m en t a s it rea lly op­ 
e ra te s an d con d itio n s a s th ey a c tu a lly 
e x ist; it p rese n ts fre sh m a te ria l fro m 
a n ew p o in t of view . 
T w o o th er fea tu re s w ill be of special 
in te re s t to teach ers.

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The western slope in general and 
Glenwood Springs in particular, are 
feeling jubilant over the opening o£ 
the Taylor state 
road 
nearly com­ 
pleted through the canon of the Grand 
river. 


T h e road extends from Denver to 
Grand Junction, with a branch lead­ 
ing from it in Park county to Colo­ 


rado Springs, v^is state road proj­ 


ect h a s been for many years a kind 


of hobby of Senator Edward T. Taylor • 


of Glenwood Springs. He advocated it 


th ro u g h the press several years ago 


and introduced and passed the bill 
th ro u g h the twelfth general assembly, 


m ak in g the appropriation of $40,000 


for its construction and has followed 
tip th e project ever since, and his ideas 
on th e subject are about to ue real­ 
ized. 


For many years past the legislature 
has been making appropriations from 
the international improvement fund 
fo r local improvements of 
various 
k in d s . 
But this state road is the first 
effo rt to make a systematic develop­ 
m e n t for virtually the entire state. 
There 
has 
never been a passable 
«agon road across Colorado from east 
to west, and this free public highway 
I? a connecting link th at will be of 
inestimable value to both the east­ 
ern and western slopes. 


Primarily the object of the road is 
for the convenience and use of the 
people of this state and there will un­ 
questionably be a stream of vehicles 
passing over the road each way all of 
the time as it will be passable prac­ 
tically the entire year. 
But Senator 
Taylor also has a further object in 
view which he has been and is now in­ 
dustriously working upon, of inducing 
the National Highway commission to 
locate their route through the state 
of Colorado and select this state road 
as the Colorado division of the na­ 
tional boulevard from Boston to San 
Francisco. 
Besides this the road has 
a local and very great special value to 
Garfield and Eagle counties and the 
town of Glenwood Springs. 


The canon of the Grand river for 
miles above Glenwood Springs is 
one of 
the finest and most varied 
pieces of scenery any where in the 
west and when this state road Is open 
that canon will be to Glenwood what 
the Garden 
of 
the Gods, Cheyenne 
canons and other drives are to Colo­ 
rado Springs and Manitou.

days taking views of Glenwood and vi­ 
cinity but more especially in

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ELECTRIC RAILWAYS IN COLORADO. 
I 


N THE eastern states the electrical railways have 
long since extended beyond the limits of the incor­ 
porated towns and have become in many sections 
a custom ary feature of rural roadways. 
In Colo­ 
rado tho progress in transportation methods has not 
been so rapid, and the trolley lines are still confifted to 
the 
cities 
and their suburbs. 
The reasons for this 
condition are simple, Colorado has not yet, except in a 
few exceptional cas'eb, the density of rural population 
sufficient to m aintain these railways. 
The country out­ 
side of the cities is sparsely settled and the through 
traffic th at forms the bulk of the railway business is 
better served by the steam locomotives than it could 
be by trolley cars. 
The notable exception to the rule in this state is 
to be found' in the Cripple Creek district, where for 
Borne years p ast the electric lines have been in profitable 
operation and where the lines have been considerably 
extended! on account of the success that has attended 
the operation of the original system. 
In the Cripple 
Creek district there' exists precisely the condition of a 
dense population extended over a considerable area and 
giving a large am ount of traffic for short distance, which 
is most favorable to the electric lines. 
W ithin the past week there has come the announce­ 
m ent of two considerable additions to the electric system 
of Colorado. One of these is a line connecting with the city 
system of Denver and extending to the foothill cities to the 
w est 
The other is a proposed line from a station on 
the Cripple Creek Short Line to a new resort at or near 
the Seven Lakes with an extension to the summit of 
Pike’s Peak. 
The first of thesO projects appears to be plainly 
consistent with the principles that must determine the 
construction of electric lines in the future. 
There is a 
good promise of local traffic for short distances at fre­ 
quent intervals, and in this eonncction it may be noted 
th at the conditions in many of the thickly settled por­ 
tions 
of 
Colorado 
are 
rapidly 
becoming 
suitable 
for the m aintenance 
of 
electric 
lines. 
That these 
will be built in the future quite generally does not admit 
of a doubt. 
The tendency in Colorado, as has often 
been remarked in these columns, is undoubtedly towards 
small farms and a dense population in districts determ­ 
ined by the boundaries of a mining district or of ir­ 
rigable areas. An electric railway has already been plan­ 
ned for the fruit raising suburbs of Grand Junction and 
the conditions are already suitable for such lines in other 
agricultural and some mining regions of the state. 
The disadvantage th at Colorado has by reason of 
comparatively sparse population, steep grades and large 
areas of waste lands will be largely offset by cheapness 
of coal supply and in many cases by the abundance of 
w ater power. 
Add to this the division of our farm 
ing lands into small tracts and the other reasons for con­ 
densing the population into small areas, and the elec- 
tris lines will be found to serve the needs of a large 
part of our people.

These improvements in the agricultural districts are 
Supplemented by marked changes for the better in all 
th e little towns th a t depend upon the agricultural regions 
for their support. The merchants in every line are doing 
a better business than they were a few years ago, and the 
professional men are sharing in the general prosperity. 
No class of people are better aware of the general pros­ 
perity throughout the state than the traveling men and it 
is a source of common rem ark among them that Colo­ 
rado as a whole is showing a notable improvement and 
advancement. 
The towns and the villages are rapidly 
Increasing in population and there is hardly an exception 
to thè rule th a t from every railroad station in u e state 
new houses and new stores are visible. 
The larger cities almost without exception are equally 
■ fortunate in their "conditions. 
Throughout the state 
there is the sam e story of insufficient accommodations 
; for business an$ residence, of new enterprises involving 
the Investm ent of large sums of money, of many new­ 
comers seeking for opportunities under the favorable 
conditions of Colorado. 
One of the m ost favorable indications of the times is 
the number of persons in Colorado Springs and else­ 
w here who are seeking 
information in regard to Colo­ 
rado and its various resources. 
It is the desire of the 
people of this city to afford to all our visitors the fullest 
possible inform ation and to encourage in every possible 
way the building up of all parts of the state. 
We believe th a t the publication of this new department 
will result in very m arked benefit to many sections of 
the state; th a t it w ill increase immigration, promote the 
tourist business, and aid in making known to the world 
the w ealth and resources of the state. 
To this end we 
invite the co-operation of our exchanges and our readers. 


An interesting evidence of progress in modern gun­

Rocky Ford and the Peach day a t Grand Junction. The 
Peach Day celebration has just been concluded and it 
was even more than ordinarily successful. 
The Rocky 
Ford fair, including the famous W atermelon day will 
be held next week. 
It may be said without exaggeration that the two 
rivers which flow past the cities of Rocky Ford and of 
Grand Junction drain an area that is not surpassed for 
natural wealth by any part of the United States or the 
civilized world. 
The valleys of the Arkansas and the 
Grand constitute the richest part of the state of Colo­ 
rado, in mineral wealth and in agricultural and manu­ 
facturing possibilities. 
It might, perhaps, be difficult to 
say which of the two will surpass the other in its ulti­ 
mate developments, but there is certainly no room for 
rivalry on the part of any other valley or section of the 
state. 
In the main valley of the Arkansas from Lead- 
ville to the state line is to be found every variety of soil 
and climate, every kind of precious metal and mineral, 
an abundant water supply and everything that is neces­ 
sary to build up and support a dense population in con­ 
tinuous prosperity. 
The slopes of the valley extend 
southward to the state line and north to the Divide. They 
include the cities of Leadville, Salida, Buena Vista, Crip­ 
ple Creek, Colorado 
Springs, Westcliffe, 
Canon City, 
Florence, Pueblo, La Junta, Las Animas, Lamar, Trini­ 
dad and others. No part of the state is making a more 
rapid growth at the present and its possibilities of devel­ 
opment will be for many years to come illimitable. 
The 
great valley o f the Grand river is not as far along in the 
course o f development as that of the Arkansas. 
Above 
Grand Junction it is divided into two principal branches, 
the one stretching to the south and southeast in the 
valleys of the Gunnison and the Uncompaghre, including 
the cities of Delta, Montrose, Gunnison and Ouray and 
the other extending eastward and including the region 
around Rifle, New Castle, Glenwood Springs, Eagle, Wol­ 


c o tt, Minturn, Red Cliff, Carbondale, Basalt and Aspen. 
Either one of these great valleys would be the proper 
territory for an empire of Itself. 
Either one of them 
would furnish the foundation for a great American state. 
Colorado is doubly fortunate in having two such mag­ 
nificent pedestals for its future prosperity, and the visitor 
who shall have attended the festivals at Grand Junction 
and at Rocky Ford will gain a new idea of the possibil­ 
ities that await the people of Colorado. 


THE TURKISH EMPIRE. 
I 


T WILL be the almost universal hope in the United 
States and in other civilized countries of the world 
that the time has finally come when the Turkish 
empire will either be blotted off of the map, or else 
reduced to a small holding in some part of Asia where 
Christians will no longer be subject to the tyrannous 
oppression and barbarities of the Mohammedans. W hat­ 
ever dissension there may be from this opinion can arise 
only from the jealousy existing among the Christian 
nations of Europe. If it had not been for this same jeal­ 
ousy. 
Turkey would long ago have been destroyed and 
some one of the nations would have ruled at Constan 
t(nople, and one or more of them would have appropri 
£ted-the Turkish territory. 
The story of the Turks is a long and interesting one. 
in 844 they Immigrated from Tartary into Armenia, and 
began the assaults upon the unhappy people of that 
region that have continued up to the present year. 
In 
the years from 1000 to 1300 their power increased con 
stantly. 
Their first appearance in Europe was in 1080 
when 2,000 of them crossed the Bosphorus to assist one 
of the emperors at Constantinople against his rival. This 
introduction of foreign mercenaries to take part in a 
domestic quarrel had the usual unhappy result. 
By 
the year 1500 the Turks had conquered Thessaly, Mace­ 
donia and Bulgaria and nearly all of western Asia. The 
capture of Constantinople took place in 1453, and this 
date is usually assigned as the close of mediaeval and the 
beginning of modern history. It will be noticed that it is 
not far removed from that of the discovery of America 
by Columbus. In 1525 the empire of the Ottoman Turks 
reached its highest point. At that time they had undis­ 
puted possession of a large area in western Asia, Egypt 
in Africa, and in Europe they had conquered all of the 
Grecian islands and upon the mainland all of Greece 
and the countries north to the Danube and as far west 
as Vienna, which they besieged in that year. The terri­ 
tory under Turkish rule in Europe at that time extended 
over 230,000 square miles, an area more than twice as 
great as the state of Colorado. 
The failure to take Vienna 
was the beginning of misfortune. 
In 1595 the Turns 
were driven out of upper Hungary and Transylvania. 
In 1769 they were expelled by Russia from the Crimea. 
In 1806 another war with Russia drove them back behind 
the River Pruth. 
In 1828 the Greek war for Independ­ 
ence ended with a loss to the Turks of that kingdom. 
In 1833 Egypt became practically independent of Turkish 
rule. In 1841 Turkey was placed under the protection of 
the great powers, who guaranteed its integrity and its 
independence. This was the beginning of the later stage 
of the Turkish empire. 
In 1858 Moldavia and Wallachia 
united in declaring their Independence. 
The war with 
Russia in 1876 resulted in a wholesale loss. Bulgaria, east­ 
ern Roumelia, Thessaly and a strip of eastern Armenia were 
made autonomous, and the entire independence of Rou­ 
melia, Servla and Montenegro was established. 
Bosnia 
and Herzegovina were placed under the administration 
of Austria and Cyprus under that of England. 
In 1898 
Crete was declared by the powers to be autonomous. 
At the present time the Turkish empire in Europe 
comprises an area of 65,752 miles, which is equal to that 
of Missouri, and it has a population of 6,086,000. In Asia 
the possessions of the empire amount to 65u,394 square 
miles, which is about two and one-half times the area of 
Texas and 'contain a population of 17,545,000. 
The area 
of the states and islands which owe a nominal allegiance 
to Turkey and which are practically independent, in­ 
cluding Bulgaria, Bosnia, Crete and Egypt, is 465,000'| 
square miles, and their population amounts to 15,000,000. 
The Turks are bankrupt in finance, and the adminis­ 
tration throughout is thoroughly corrupt and tyrannical, 
The people are ground to the lowest depths of poverty 
by taxation, and the government is the opposite in every 
respect of what it should be according to civilized notions. 
Turkey has no navy oi any importance, but its army is 
a large one, and while it suffers from the conditions that 
prevail in the government, it has a record even in mod­ 
ern time for bravery and fighting qualities that are sel­ 
dom surpassed. It will be no easy task to accomplish the 
overthrow of the Turkish empire, and whatever nation 
undertakes it must be prepared for a stubborn resistance 
and hard fighting anywhere beyond the reach of tne 
guns of the battle ships. 
W hat is most feared by those who are conversant 
with the situation in the east is the declaration of a 
Holy War. 
The sultan is not only the emperor of the 
Turks, but he is recognized as the legitimate successor 
of Mohammed, and as such the entire Mohammedan pop- 
plation of the world, independent of nationality or boun­ 
daries, is subject to his orders. 
The declaration of a 


Holy W ar would cau to the banners of the sultan an 
innumerable host from Asia and Africa. W hether they 
would answer the call or not is a different question, but 
it is the fear of the possible consequences of such a 
summons, sounding from the Bosphorus to the China seas 
and from Suez far into the dark interior of Africa that 
has caused the powers to hesitate more than once in 
their policy toward Turkey. 
England especially has 
been influenced by the possible results among her Indian 
subjects. 
W hatever may be the consequences, the people of the 
United States will be glad that the way now appears 
opened for positive action to end what nas been for tne 
past century nothing less than a disgrace to civilization. 
If France accomplishes the task of driving the Ottoman 
government out of Europe, and makes arrangements for 
the proper protection of the Christian peoples of Asia 
Minor, she will deserve the thanks and the respect of all 
civilized nations, though it is not to be presumed that 
the other powers of Europe will allow her to dispose of 
the destiny and territory of Turkey in Europe without 
their participation and final approval. 


TAIL TWISTING AND TAIL PLUCKING. 
F 


OR MANY years past tail-twisling has been regarded 
as an 
allowable if not wholly legitimate amuse­ 
ment 
of the American politician. 
The Irish 
vote was a considerable factor in American poli­ 
tics. and it was considered a popular course to abuse the 
British lion. 
At first, the oversea newspapers were in­ 
clined to regard this as a manfestation of real unfriend­ 
liness, but they soon learned that it meant nothing more 
than a cheap political trick to gain favor with unin­ 
telligent voters. 
Just at present we are evidently about to experience 
a similar practice from a different source, and it is the 
American eagle instead of the British lion that Is to be 
the victim. 
American competition is a serious m atter 
with farmers and manufacturers of many European coun­ 
tries. 
For some years past the German politicians have 
found it to be to their interest to affect an attitude of 
hostility towards things American and now the Austrians 
and the French find it to be good policy in local politics 
to pull an occasional tail feather from the great Ameri 
can bird. 
We have all heard that turn about is fair play, and 
certainly there is no reason why Americans should take 
seriously the sort of criticism that we are receiving from 
Europe. 
It really does us no particular harm and it 
seems to amuse them, and we are in much better condi­ 
tion to stand it. than they are. 
It remains to be seen whether the people of Europe 
will take this talk of their politicians with as much good 
sense as the people of the United States have shown 
under similar circumstances. All the tail-twisting in this 
country has not interrupted the pacific course of our dip 
lomatic relations with the United Kingdom because we as 
well as they have understood that it was merely talk. 
Possibly the Europeans may not be so sensible or intel­ 
ligent and in that case the tail-plucking process may lead 
to serious misunderstandings. 


THE TIME OF OPPORTUNITY. 
W 


E OCCASIONALLY hear of, or from, a man who 
is inclined to regret the opportunities that 
have gone. 
"If I had only come to Colorado 
10 years before I did, I would be a rich man.” 
"If I had only been here before Cripple Creek had 
been discovered, I too would be numbered among the 
millionaires." 
“Now that the government land has all been taken 
up that is good for anything, there is no use in trying to 
make money ranching.” 
“I didn't come to Colorado Springs early enough to 
get into real estate on the ground floor.” 
These are some of the laments that may be heard 
occasionally, and they are all stuff and nonsense. 
As a m atter of fact the chances for the enterprising 
and the industrious in Colorado were nevei better, if 
indeed they were ever as good as they are at present. 
The time of opportunity is right now. 
There are splendid paths to rapid money .¿etting open 
in all parts of Colorado today, as well as countless ways 
of gaining a slower reward by Industry and perseverance. 
There may or there may not be another Cripple Creek 
district concealed among the mountains of this state, but 
there certainly are a great many rich mines that are 
waiting for proper prospecting and development. 
There may be no more government land to be bought 
at $1.25 an acre or acquired under the homestead law, 
but there is land that may be purchased at $10 or $20 
an acre that in a few years will be worth five or ten 
times that much. 
Corner lots are not selling in Colorado Springs at 
$100 apiece, but lots, corner or Inside, are to be had that 
offer most trustworthy promise of a notable advance 
upon their present values, and there are other towns in 
Colorado where hundred-dollar lots are still to be had. 
It is now no time to talk about the lost opportunities 
of the past. Our entire time and effort should be directed 
to the opportunities of the present. The people who do 
this in 10 or 20 years will find their names on the suc­ 
cessful list, while those who do not will, if they live that 
long, be standing on the comers telling what they might 
have done if— 
W hat is true of individuals is equally true of com­ 
munities. The town in Colorado today that is not sharing 
in the general prosperity and making rapid advances 
should get itself into a corner for a heart-to-heart con­ 
ference. 
If there is anywhere in this state a locality 
that is so utterly devoid of resources and attractions as 
not to be able to prosper in such times as these, its 
people would do well to change their residence, but if 
on the other hand its people are asleep or dead to the 
world it is time for them to wake up. The next five years 
will see a wonderful change in this state. 
That change 
will be all the more wonderful if the people of Colorado 
Springs and of every other city and town and county 
rise to their opportunities, and it is certain th at the 
communities and the individuals that do improve their 
chances are the ones that will obtain the largest measure 
of profit. 


The present is a very suitable time to reorganize the 
United States consular service. 
The immense extension 
of our foreign commerce in all parts of the world and 
the increasing competition between our merchants and 
manufacturers and those of other countries makes it 
fitting that our representatives in foreign ports should 
be carefully selected and given every facility for doing 
their business in the most advantageous way. 
The 
m atter is to be brought before congress, a t Its next ses­ 
sion and should receive earnest attention. 


One of the minor resources of the state that is having 
a boom lately Is the manufacture of Portland cement. 
Florence and vicinity seem to be monopolizing the busi­ 
ness, though other portions of the state have material 
equally as good. 


Colorado Springs appears at last to have taken hold 
of the Chautauqua project in earnest and next year we 
will see the beginning of the big western Institution of 
this kind that has been an ideal of so many for so long 
a time.

THE DEMOCRACY AND THE LOST ISSUES. 


I 


T IS interesting to conjecture w hat are the thoughts 
and feelings of the Colorado Democrats as they see 
one after another of the states openiy repudiating the 
Kansas City platform, snubbing or defying the party 
candidate of recent years and committing themselves to a 
course which is openly and directly opposed' to that 
which the party has been following. 
We do not refer, of course to that part of the*Detno- 
cratic party which is sometimes characterized as the 
Bourbon Democracy, for that section of the party rather 
prides itself upon its inability to reason or to discuss 
political subjects upon any intelligent plane. 
It exists 
only as a means of getting public office and the oppor­ 
tunities for public spoil and political principles are re­ 
garded by it as merely a mask assumed for the purpose 
of tricking the people. 
But there doubtless are in Colorado a large number 
of Democrats who are both honest and intelligent, men 
and women who have been taught and have believed that 
the Democratic party was possessed of honest political 
principles, and th at it represented a definite plan of po­ 
litical action to which the Republican party was opposed. 
W hat must these sensible men and women think of a 
party that now deliberately turns its back upon its past 
professions and starts off in pursuit of some other means 
of gaining the favor of the people of the country, regard­ 
less of its past records, regardlesr. of the national plat­ 
form that is still in force as the highest expression of 
the party creed, regardless of ths leaders that until wltn- 
in a few months were the most trusted and honored di­ 
rectors of the party affairs, regardless indeed of every­ 
thing except the desire to profit by every mistake of 
their opponents and gain possession of the offices in state 
or nation. 
And if the Democrats of Colorado have good reason 
to lie disgusted with and ashamed of their party’s course 
a t the present time, how much the more la this true of 
their recent allies from the Silver Republican camps, who 
now see the Democracy of this state openly defying their 
late allies, refusing to act further with them except on 
condition of their complete surrender of their party ex­ 
istence, demanding for the Democratic organization not 
the lion’s share, as heretofore, but all the spoils of office 
and power, while at the same time the Democratic party 
of the principal states of the nation is openly disavowing 
every part of their political creed that was acceptable to 
the western fusionists, and repudiating all connection 
with the parties of anarchy and “free silver.” 
We do not believe for an instant that it is possible 
for the Democratic leaders of this state to hold their 
forces together upon any such a basis. 
The “cohesive 
power of public plunder” may be sufficient in Denver and 
in some few other places to hold together the fighting 
line of the Tammany organization, but the great mass of 
the sensible, intelligent, thinking people of this state 
cannot be deceived or held upon any such proposition as 
that. While the Democrats of the big states o! the east 
are utterly repudiating their political bargains, while they 
are condemning or ignoring the Kansas City platform and 
their once revered Bryan, while they are dodging behind 
state issues because they dare not face the Republicans 
upon national ones, the people of Colorado are certainly 
not to be fooled again into voting for Democrats under 
the plea that it is necessary to do this for silver’s sake. 
Slurs and slanders of the national administration do 
not constitute a sufficient basis for the existence of a 
political party, but the Democrats of the nation and of 
the state have no other apparent capital. 
There is no 
reason whatever why Populists or Silver Republicans 
should join them in the effort to retain power simply be 
cause they are called Democrats, and as for the Demo­ 
crats themselves—the intelligent ones—they must be do­ 
ing some very interesting thinking these days. 


THE FOREST RESERVES. 
T 


HE proceedings of the National Forestry associ­ 
ation in Denver should strengthen the senti­ 
ment that now prevails in this state in favor 
of the forest reserves. 
The administration of 
these reserves is not all that it should be, and it is not all 
that we hope it will be in the near future,, but even under 
these imperfect conditions the reserves are already dem­ 
onstrating their value and turning the current of public 
opinion in their favor. 
One great good that is accomplished by them is that 
they serve to check the devastation of the forests that 
has been such a lamentable consequence of the settle­ 
ment of the state. 
If the destruction of trees had been 
confined to cutting them for beneficial use there would 
be not so much to regret, but for everyone th at has been 
sawed into boards or mine timbers or cut for railway 
ties a dozen have been destroyed through carelessness 
tnat is almost criminal. 
But the establishment of forest reserves not only stops 
the waste of trees, it provides a method by which the 
supply of timber for agricultural, mining and building 
purposes can be maintained at a permanent maximum in 
the state. 
These things and other benefits of the forest reserves 
are already becoming generally understood an i when they 
are better known there will be no difference of opinior 
regarding the forest reserves. 


The Chinese envoy who was going to Berlin to apolo­ 
gize for the murder of the German minister in China is 
delayed in Switzerland by illness. 
The nature of the 
disease is puzzling the experts. 
Some claim that he is 
incapacitated by the receipt of telegrams announcing 
the delay of negotiations in China, and another theory 
is that the announcement that the kaiser would require 
him to pound his forehead on the floor in the imperial 
presence is the real reason for the delay. No one seems 
to believe that the sickness is genuine.

Fifteen hundred thousand dollars is 
to be spent on the improvement

An 
impetus has been given to m anufactur­ 
ing and mining interests. Everything 
points to a revival of industry 
and 
trade under American auspices and to 
the gradual intellectual and moral ele­ 
vation of thé people, It is easy to say 
that we have corrupted the poor Fili­ 
pino, introducing hundreds of dram­ 
shops into Manila and teaching him 
new immoralités, but no accompani­ 
ment of vice that may have occurred 
can be allowed to overshadow h t pur 
mind the vaster good that has followed 
thè American invasion of three years 
ago. 
We are carrying the American 
school to the Philippines. Scores of our 
teachers have lately left 6an Francis­ 
co, to begin long terms of service in the 
islands. A normal sçhool is in process 
of establishment to train native In­ 
structors after the American, fashion. 
American missionaries have started an 
important work at Manila and else­ 
where. 
The general trend of our In­ 
fluence is onward and upward. 
It 
would require a confirmed pessimist 
or a wilful perverter of plain facts to 
think otherwise. We have already ac­ 
complished reforms for which Span­ 
ish misrule was Inadequate in three 
centuries of deplorable history. We 
have given of our best to the islands i 
our best legal minds, our best military 
officials, our best teachers. Judge Taft 
is a type of our most satisfactory citi­ 
zenship. General Chaffee has been put 
in military command of the island? be­ 
cause of his-great success in China. 
The men and women who are enlisting 
as instructors are graduates 
of our 
best American colleges, young, eager 
and enthusiastic. It is no second-rate 
material that we are pouring into the 
archipelago, but the best we Have. As 
long as we maintain this quality we 
need have no doubt of óùr ability to 
govern rthe Philippines or to lead the in- , 
habitants to higher arid-better .things.

W henever you depart from th a t princi­ 
ple -you say to the fair women of the 
state: 'You m ust go out and mingle in 
politics, you m ust lobby with the men 
on the streets for 
votes, 
you 
m ust 
lower the high standard th a t now pre­ 
vails. W hen we go home at night tired 
from our business, we m ust sit down 
and dlBcuss with our wives and daugh­ 
ters the questions of taxation, 
.«.nd 
w hat will be the result in this state? 
The complete destruction 
and 
over­ 
throw of our cherished convictions as to 
woman’s sphere. In this state, the high­ 
est civilization th a t the world ever pro­ 
duced is m aintained by the system that 
now prevails.” 
Then there 
were 
several 
lengthy 
speeches, among them H r. Oates', who 
said in part: "I have seen much of the 
advocates of female suffrage. Year after 
year I have seen national conventions 
of them assemble in the city of W ash­ 
ington and I have heard their discus­ 
sions and have been throw n with them 
a t the hotels and I know w hat effect it 
has. 
They scorn the main character­ 
istics of the old southern civilization, 
because our gallant men will raise their 
hats to a lady and never fail to give 
her a seat when she has none, whether 
he knows her or not. (Applause.) 
The 
advocates of fem ale suffrage and the 
most prom inent adherents themselves 
despise th a t sort of thing. They w ant 
perfect equality; it makes them rough 
and tough, and they scorn th a t kind 
of politeness on the p art of men. It is, 
therefore, in my judgm ent; a. degrada­ 
tion of woman. It is against our higher 
southern civilization 
here, where 
we 
have the highest womanhood, the love­ 
liest, the most intelligent and devoted 
of WQmen of any people on the face of 
the earth. Now, sir, I couM elaborate. 
I made a speech in congress when W y­ 
oming was knocking a t the doors of the 
nation for admission, and I opposed her 
adm ission as a state because Bhe had 
fem ale suffrage, and it is the only state 
in the union th a t has it in Its constitu­ 
tion. The gentlem en claim th a t a wom­ 
an should vote when she has property^ 
because this taxation on her property 
would be taxation w ithout representa­ 
tion. Now, if th a t be true in .this case, 
I w ant to know if ft is not true' through­ 
out, w herever'any woman owns prop­ 
erty, and .should she not have the right 
to vote inwall elections? She has the 
sam e moral right, the same argum ent 
prevails, and she ought to have univer­ 
sal suffrage eictended to her if we give 
it to her in this instance. B ut have not 
our women,and their property been tak 
en care of? How is it th a t woman has 
reached such a high state in the south? 
If men have been neglectful of their 
duties and are disposed to burden the 
property of. women w ith undue ta x a­ 
tion, when, were their voices silent? 
W hy, sir, men have taken care of worn 
en’s interests in the p ast and they are 
capable of doing it still w ithout this 
innovation. And ju st as sure as this in­ 
novation Is made, it is the entering 
wedge. I t Is the very beginning of uni­ 
versal woman suffrage. In my opinion 
it is not an elevation, but a degrada­ 
tion of our noble women. 
W om an is 
the queen of the household and she 
ought ever to be. There the best les­ 
sons are disseminated. It is her bless­ 
ing upon the little ones th a t makes 
them the noblest women and the most 
patriotic and bravest men in the world. 
They have proven it in the past, and 
I do n o t w ant to see any change. I may 
be called an old fogy, b u t I w ant to ad­ 
here to those things which for a century 
have been proven to be good and which 
have given us such a high civilization 
as we have in A labam a.” 
D uring the debate a M r. Hefflin raised 
the question: “Are our woirien and 
wives and mothers asking for the right 
to vote? I say in defense of the wom­ 
anhood of A labam a th a t they do not 
w ant the rig h t to vote. 
(Applause.) 
There are a few cranks strolling over 
the state and In other states advocat­ 
ing woman suffrage am ong women. I 
am sorry to see it in Alabam a, and 
there are a few cranks am ong the men.'» 
Then spoke Mr. Cofer: “I am one of 
them .”

Judge W aldo M. York, of Los Angel­ 
es, in the case of a woman who sued for 
divorce on the ground of cruelty ami 
non-support, has rendered a most pe­ 
culiar decision. 
The testim ony proved 
th a t the husband infHctei! personal in ­ 
jury, drove the wife and children from 
home, refused to provide tor them, and 
the m other was obliged to m aintain 
them by washing. The judge hold that 
on the ground of cruelty she was en­ 
titled to a divorce, but not on the other 
charge, and said in his ruling: "I do 
not look upon this m atter of women 
helping to support the fam ily as such 
an extraordinary state of affairs as to 
w arrant anybody 
applying for legal 
separation on th a t ground. . . . 1 be­ 
lieve the women should bear some o: 
the responsibility of the support of th 
fam ily upon their shoulders." 
United 
States 
A ttorney 
M arshall 
W oodworth, of the 
Los Angeles dis­ 
trict, when interviewed, said: " It would 
seem th a t if the wife is entitled to sue 
for m aintenance, or for divorce, on the 
groupd ol’ 
non-support, the 
husband 
should be entitled to the same right.' 
Judge Morrow of th a t city gave as his 
opinion th a t “ the better man should 
take the lead in m ariage as in every­ 
thing else, and the usual notion that 
m an Is the breadw inner is often con­ 
tradicted by the facts." 
These decis­ 
ions are discussed from 
a 
woman's 
point of view by Mrs. Ida H. H arppr 
in the New Y ork Sun of July 28. Mrs. 
H arper says: 
“These opinions are likely to cause 
an avalanche of comment, and tojk 1 
still fu rth er to discourage women fron: 
m atrim ony. 
The common 
law 
hold.» 
th a t the husband owes the wife support 
and she owes him service. If now it is 
decided th a t she also m ay owe support, 
does th a t relieve her from the debt 91' 
service? Or does it place the husbam f 
under equal obligation to render ser-' 
vice to the wife? T hat is, if she helps 
support the fam ily by outside work, 
m ust he assist in the manifold duties 
of the household? If this is not to be 
the case, then, indeed, is the wife most 
grievously wronged by having a double 
burden imposed upon her. 
"B ut in these opinions th a t the wife 
should help 
support 
the fam ily, the 
learned ju rists overlook entirely the vi­ 
tal function of m aternity. It has long 
been a question of domestic economy 
w hether, during the years she is bear­ 
ing and rearing children, the mother 
should be compelled to do the heavy 
and exacting work of the household 
even, and it is accepted that, from a 
hygienic standpoint, for her sake and 
the children’s, she 
should be spared 
from this as much as possible. 
How 
infinitely m ore injurious would it be 
to put upon her the responsibility of 
breadw lnning during these years! The 
fact th a t because of dire poverty, vice 
and ignorance she is sometimes placed 
in this position is m uch to be deplored, 
and there could be no greater calam ity 
than for law and public sentim ent to 
acknowledge the injustice of such a 
condition. 
Equally m istaken are both 
lawyers and laymen in declaring th a t 
‘m arriage Is like all other civil con- j 
tracts and the parties to it have equai * 
cares and responsibilities.’ This never 
can be the case, for there is no duty 
which m an can assum e wholly to offset 
the responsibility of child-bearing— ; 
none w hich so threatens health and life 
Itself. Even the avoidance of this peril 
m ay be fraught w ith the greatest dan­ 
ger. No; m arriage as a civil contract 
never can hold both parties to it in 
exact equality or impose equivalent li­ 
abilities upon each. 
“If men do not wish to drive women 
aw ay from m atrim ony; if they do not 
desire to Incourage them in refusing to 
incur the responsibility of m aternity 
when they have m arried, let them not 
prom ulgate the doctrine th a t it is a 
p art of the w ife's duty to help support 
the fam ily by labor outside the home. 
W om en are already asking them selves 
if they will get enough out of m arriage 
to com pensate for the sacrifices It m ay 
require. 
Should the time ever come 
w hen the law shall provide th a t they 
are equally responsible w ith the father 
for the financial support of the children 
whom they risked life and health to 
bring into being, they will find a sure 
solution of the difficulty by rem aining 
single.’’—(W oman’s Journal.

bled m uah by congestion of the liver 
because of their rich protein diet. T rop­ 
ical natives who adopt the w hite m an’s 
diet aro troubled the same way. A siat­ 
ics who havo become sem l-European- 
Ixed suffer m uch from disease of the 
liver. 
In G uiana a series of rabbits 
were fed for 10 m onths on nothing but 
chtise, rich in portein. 
A nother group 
were fed on 
vegetables 
alone. 
The 
cheese fed rabbits grow to be fatter, 
but their livers grew out of all pro­ 
portion to their weights. 
To reduce protein in the hot w eather 
diet it is best to reduce our supply of 
meat, prim arily. This is because m eat 
is rich in the heat producing fa t as 
well. 
Hut a certain am ount of protein 
is im portant, even In a very hot d i­ 
n a ie. 
It is essential to repair the sys- 
t«m. W ithout a reasonable supply food 
is not digested. 


The breakfast of sum m er should be 
equally varied to suit the season. If It 
is the midday breakfast th a t has be­ 
come such an American habit it can 
be made somewhat substantial.

may serve to cook a sweet potato so 
;liat a hungry man can sat It., but if 
flavor is an object It should be kept 
in the oven an hour. 


Pickled Peaches—Take those of a full 
growth, but perfectly green, put them 
in salt and water, strong enough to 
bear up an egg. W hen they have been 
in a week, take them out, and wipe 
them carefully with a soft cloth. Lay 
them in a pickle jar. Put to a gallon 
of vinegar half an ouhce of cloves, the 
same quantity of 
peperoorns, 
sliced 
ginger and m ustard seed—add salt, and 
boll the vinegar—then turn U on the 
peaches scalding hot. Turn the vinegar 
from 
them 
several times. 
H eat it 
scalding hot. and turn It back while 
hot. 


Kast India Pickle—Chop cabbage fine, 
leaving ou-t the «talks, together with 
three or fouT onions, a root of horse­ 
radish, and a couple of green peppers 
to each cabbage. 
Soak the whole in 
salt w ater three or four days. 
Spice 
some vinegar very strong w ith mace, 
cloves, allspice and cinnamon, H eat it 
scalding hot—add alum and salt, and 
tu rn it on to the cabbage, onions and 
pepper, which should previously have 
all the brim» drained from them . This 
pickle will be fit to eat in the course 
of three or four weeks.

holds the view th a t the m ajo rity 
of 
physicians take up an inconsistent po­ 
sition with regard to the use of alcohol, 
for the reason th at while they are well 
aw are of Its dangerous and poisonous 
qualities, they nevertheless contribute 
to make perm anent th e falsa ideas con- 
erning the value and effects of alcohol 
which are so generally dissem inated. 
K assow ltz explains these inconsisten­ 
cies on the ground th a t the teaching 
which considers alcohol a food, because 
it is burned in the organism , haa held 
its ground in spite of m any disregarded 
new er Investigations which have shown 
its indefensibility. H e Is. therefore, of 
the opinion th a t the assum ption of a s­ 
cribing food properties to alcohol based 
on simple theoretical consideration is 
a grave scientific error, the rem oval of 
w hich Is the m ost im portant prelim i­ 
n ary condition to an effectual 
battle 
against alcoholism, says Dr. J. H. K el­ 
logg of Boston. 
The common use of alcohol as an aid 
to digestion, in the form of port wine, 
various domestic 
wines, 
cham pagne, 
after-dinner toddy, brandfy-and-egg be­ 
fore I'reakfost, and in various other 
ways, although supported by tho tim e- 
honor-jd custom of both the 
medical 
profession and the laity, when exam ­ 
ined in the light of scientific facts, Is 
foiXnd w anting even a single leg upon 
whl-;h to stand. 
Roberts, of England, 
clearly 
showed 
more 
th an a dozen 
years ago th a t alcohol, in an y consid­ 
erable quantity dim inishes the activity 
of the gastric ferm ents 
upon 
albu­ 
men. The w riter showed by carefully 
conducted laboratory experim ents, the 
results of which w ere published in the 
Bulletin, A ugust, 1*96, th a t tw o ounces 
of brandy taken w ith an ordinary test 
m eal m ay convert 
norm al 
digestion 
Into hypopepala of an extrem ely low 
degree, while eight ounces of po rt wine 
produced the sam e 
effect, only to a 
slightly less extent. The results of ex­ 
perim ents recently 
published by La- 
borde in the A nalyst confirm es th o « 
observations.

Saturday N ight’s Storm W as One of 
the S ev erest In the C ity’s H istory. 
It rain ed in C olorado S p rin g s Saturday- 
night. 
O r It w ould be mon» proper to 
say th ere w as a clo u d b u rst in this 
city. W hen it \Vas over, everyone, even 
old tim ers, conceded th a t it w as one 
of the w orst sto rm s th is city has ever 
know n. 


S tre e ts w ere 
flooded, 
cellars 
w ere 
fll;ed, th e electric p lan t w as dam aged, 
« w a te r m ain w as w ashed o u t and the 
tow n w as g en erally soaked. 
The rain 
cam e dow n in to rre n ts and w as driven 
by th e w ind in sheets. 
It w as a case of 
g e ttin g soaked th ro u g h If you stepped 
out of sh e lte r for a m om ent. 


T he sto rm broke 
sh o rtly 
a fte r 
6 
o'clock an d un til 3 o’clock it raged w ith 
terrific violence. 
F o r an hour longer 
the rain fell q u ite sh a rp ly and it w as 
fully 10 o'clock before It w as all over. 
The rain w as accom panied by heavy 
claps of th u n d er and the m ost vivid 
lig h tn in g ever seen here. F o rtu n a te ly 
no serious d am ag e w as done by the 
lig h tn in g an d it did not sei-m to be as 
close a s on T h u rsd ay night. 


As fa r as learned, th e chief dam age 
w as done to the w ater sy stem and the 
electric light p lant. 
T he la tte r’s m a ­ 
ch in ery w as dam ag ed by the electricity 
and one of the d ynam os w as p u t out 
of business. 
N ow here in the city w as 
th ere an electric lig h t b u rn in g w ith 
full b rillian cy a fte r 7 o'clock. 
One or 
tw o circu its w ere out en tirely and se v ­ 
eral tim es the whole city w as cast into 
d ark n ess. A t no tim e d u rin g the early 
p art of the nig h t w ere the lights stro n g 
enough to w ork by. 
If It had not been 
for th e g as p lan t m an y of the all-n ig h t 
offices would have been u n ab le to com ­ 
plete th e n ig h t's w ork. 
S everal of the 
sto res closed up early on account of 
the poor lights. 


T he n ext g rea te st d am ag e w as done 
to the w a te r system . 
T he m ain w hich 
com es Into the city acro ss M onum ent 
creek, behind the college, w as w ashed 
out. 
T his m ain is stretch ed across the 
creek and it is supposed

T he W ater 
poured into the creek nnd sw elled th a t 
alread y rag in g w a te r course alm ost to 
a flood point.

o th er m ain,w hich crosses sev eral blocks 
fu rth e r n o rth . The residences supplied 
by the m ain th a t broke w ere connected 
w ith the o th er m ain and the w a te r fa m ­ 
ine w as stopped. The broken m ain will 
be rep aired as soon a s possible. 


T he street com m ittee h ad m en w o rk ­ 
ing all the fore p art of th e n ig h t keep­ 
ing the ditch boxes open. T he rain w as 
so h eavy th a t in several places the 
s tre e ts w ere reg u la r lakes.

boxes filed w ith tra sh and driftw ood 
and It w as alm o st Im possible to pass 
som e corners. N evada avenue suffered 
p a rticu la rly in this respect. 


Th rain w as h e av y all over the city.

C ellars w ere filled all th ro u g h the 
city an d w hen d ay lig h t com es It will 
d oubtless be found th a t m uch dam age 
w as done.

Plunder. 


B u rg lars broke into the residence of 
M r. P a tric k Ducey, 1124 N orth Tejon 
street, S a tu rd a y night, and a fte r chio 
in fo rm in g all the o ccupants, ran sack ed 
the house. 
A sm all am o u n t of cash, a 
gold w atch, a su it of clothes, jew elry 
and furs, valued alto g e th e r at about 
$300, w ere tak en , and th ere Is no clew 
to the id en tity of the thiefs. 


The robbery occurred som e tim e be­ 
tw een 10 o ’clock and 4 a. ni.

W hen he aw oke a t 4 o'clock Mr. Du 
cey rem em bers of say in g to him self thnt 
his sleep w as retu rn in g ag ain and con­ 
g ra tu la tin g him self on the first good 
rest he has had for a long tim e. B ut 
th e reBt. w as not th e sw eet slum ber 
w hich "k n its up the raveled sleeve of 
of care."

T he b u rg la rs entered th ro u g h a door 
into the cellar a t the back of the house.

th ese w ere th e m en w ho did th e crooked 
w ork.

Once inside th e houSe th ey proceeded 
d irectly to M r. D ucey's room w here they 
ad m in istered a dose of chloroform . T he 
d ru g m u st h av e been used u n sp arin g ly 
as th e bed clothing w as still tain ted 
w ith th e odor iate last evening. 
T he 
sleep of th e housekeeper an d of Mr. 
D ucey’s ch ild ren w as also assu red by 
th e use of chloroform , and then the 
m en began th e search for plunder. 


A bout $15 In cash w as tak e n from 
clothing. 
M r. D ucey's gold w atch w as

C ertificates for stock w o rth h u n d red s 
of d o llars an d a b ag co n tain in g d ia ­ 
m onds and o th er costly jew els, lay In 
a d raw er w ith in easy reach b u t w ere 
untouched. 


T he thieves w ere very d elib erate and 
th e a p p earan ce of th e house y esterd ay 
m o rn in g ind icated

thorough 
search h ad been m ade. 
Old 
tru n k s 
w ere broken open and th eir co n ten ts 
spilled upon th e floor, and the d raw ers 
o f all th e b u reau s and tables 
w ere 
rifled. 


W hen th eir w ork w as over the crooks 
let th em selv es o u t a s th ey had entered 
an d no clew rem ain s for th e police to 
w ork on. T he w hole n a tu re of the ro b ­ 
b ery w ould in d icate th a t th e m en w ere

in th eir tra d e

Position. 


New York, Sept. 4.—Terms of peace 


In the steel strike were discussed nt 
length today at a secret conference In 
which fitt officials of the U. S Steel 
corporation, leaders of union labor and 
representatives of the civic organiza- 
tions which have Intervened. Unusual 
safeguards of secrecy were resorted to 
In order to preserve the privacy of the 
proceedings, hut It was evident that no 
conclusion was reached, and that the 
decision either to terminate or continue 
the strike must be made by the strikers. 
The nature of the agency 
from 
the 


Amalgamated association held by the 
labor leaders who participated In the 
discussion Is hot known but It Is be- 
lieved they possessed an 
outline of 


terms from President Shaffer and that 
they will 
place before him 
and his 


associates the terms re-submitted by 
President Schwab of the U. S. Steel 
corporation. 


It was also apparent at the conclu- 


sion of the discussion that if the con- 
ference is to be resumed or any fur- 
ther action toward peace 
taken 
the 


strikers must take the initiative. The 
labor leaders were In communication 
with Pittsburir during the day and it 
was anticipated that they would fur- 
ther discuss the subject with the Amal- 
gamated men before they proceeded any 
further with the peace plan. The par-

President O. M. Schwab, of the United 
States Steel corporation; President W 
E. Cory, of the Carnegie Kteel com- 
pany; V. Preston, of the U. S. 'Steel 
corporation; Samuel Gompers, of the 
American Federation of Labor; Presi- 
dent John Mitchell, of the United Mine 
Workers association; Secretary Henry

Federation.

controlled by the United States Steel

Mitchell and the request reached Pres- 
ident Schwab early today. He made n 
favorable reply at once and at 12:in 
o'clock the two labor leaders, accom- 
panied by the other Intermediaries who 
had participated In the PittsburB meet-

tion. The session lasted for more than 
six hours. 


No statement as to the proceedings' 


was made by any of the participants 
John Mitchell was the first to leave 
the meeting room.

^tfury. He'field that the present law only

lion" as to'whether an attempt had been 
defoir'not,' but slmpjy, held that the

RUSSIA MUST FACE A 
WINtER OF STARVATION. 


SCIENTISTS CONTINUE 


PRACTICAL DISCUSSIONS. 


Denver, Aug. 28.—The principal feat- 
ure of today's session of the scientists 
was a lecture by David Starr Jordon 
upon the conditions of the Hawaiian 
Islands. In referring to the Chinese and 
Japanese In these Islands he said that 
the time had come when the latter were 
to be recognized as a first-class nation, 
and that this country could not afforc 
to legislate against them coming here. 
He said: 
Prof. R. H. Forbes of Tuscon, .Ariz., 


spoke upon "The Open Range and the 
Irrigation Farmer." 
Professor Forbes briefly sketched the 
history of the occupation of the south- 
west by cattle and sheep herders, and 
outlined the general characteristics of 
the southwestern range country. 
He 
described the damage the semi-arid 
ranges sustain from over-stocking, and 
presented some estimates of the effect 
of overstocking upon the cattle and 
sheep Industries. The effects of over- 
Stocking and of the consequently worn- 
out ranges upo the Irrigating watei 
supply were also presented, and 
the 
menace to storage reservoir proposi- 
tions In washed country. The paper 
closed with a brief review of the pres- 
ent situation, with suggestions as to 
the remedial measures which should be 
studied and undertaken, and a consid- 
eration of the legal difficulties Involved 
in putting Into operation any scheme 
of range Improvement on a large scale.

The outlook 
ms grown worse almost'every week 
during the last four weeks. Vegetables, 
even potatoes have been largely burned 
ay the scorching heat in Some districts. 
The approaching winter will be one of 
the gloomiest Russia has ever seen. The 
government already has begun prepara- 
tions for the. feeding of the population 
in districts where starvation Is threat- 
ening. By a law adopted some time 
ago, 
tho "zemstovs," or district assem- 
blies, are relieved from all responslbll- 
ty In the matter, the famine relief fund 
being now turned over to the central 
government. Agents of the minister of 
the Interior are engaged in buying of 
grain, though the Busslan press is for- 
jidden to mention the matter. The pre- 
cise object of this prohibition is diffi- 
cult to divine. It cannot be possible- 
that the government thinks the grain 
speculators can be taken unawares and 
the secrecy with which the prices and 
the localities of purchases are Invested, 
can hardly be conducive to economy. 
The latest trustworthy reports show 
the crop conditions about Aug 1. Ex- 
cessive heat prevailed during the pre- 
ceding six weeks. This cut oft the de- 
velopment of the grain and unduly has- 
tened maturity. Sufficient rainfall .was 
tad only in the western and

BLACK CANON.-Clvll Engineer A. L. 
Fellows, >vho is resident hydrographer 
for the United States geological sur- 
vey, with headquarters In Denver, and 
Will Torrence, of Montrose, arrived In 
Delta, Wednesday after spending ten 
days tn the Black canon, in connection 
With the survey for the Gunnlson-Un- 
compahgre tuMnel. The gentlemen In- 
formed us that they swam across the 
river more than twenty times, to say 
nothing of about 80 different 
places 
where they were compelled to swim 
down stream In order to pass between 
the perpendicular walls which tower 
for over 2.000 feet on either side. No 
doubt the above-named gentlemen are 
the first to explore the entire length 
of the Black canon. Each gentleman 
carried a pack which weighed about 36 
pounds and they also had a rubber 
raft which they could Innate or let the 
air out of at will, upon which they 
rode where the river was wide enough. 
They stated that there was one place 
which took them 12 hours to go a dis- 
tance of about a quarter of a mile ow- 
ing to the fact that Immense rocks, 
weighing hundreds of tons had fallen 
from overhead and lodged In the bed 
of the river and caused a large Jam. 
Mr. Fellows carried a camera and took 
over one hundred pictures which he 
will have made Into lantern slides and 
will no doubt lecture on the same at 
some future time. Mr. Fellows, who 
Is In charge of the topographical work, 
Is making a very careful survey of the 
proposed tunnel and one that will be 
complete on all points and when finish- 
ed will be absolute authority.—(Delta 
Independent.

COAL NEAR LA JUNTA.—J. L. 


Boyd ana John Pearson, while on a 
hunting trip south of town One day 
last week, discovered the outcropplngs 
of a vein of coal about 17 miles from 
La Junta. Later developments are 
very promising, and a company will be 
organized at once to work the pros 
pect. 


Mr. Boyd is a practical coal miner 
ana has been engaged In the business 
for years. He says that while out on 
a hunting trip he discovered evidences 
of coat ana started to Investigate. On 
the face of a cliff above a small stream 
he found a small vein about two feet 
in thickness, and thinks that after a 
little prospect work It will develop Into 
a vein between three and four feet In 
thickness. He .says the Indications are 
all that could be desired and Is confi- 
dent that with a little development 
work coal in great quantity will be 
found. 


Mr. Boyd has already done develop 
ment work on the claim sufficient to 
hold It,for 60 days, and has made appli- 
cation for the necessary blanks to file 
upon the government land where the 
coal Is located. An Individual is allow- 
ed by law to file upon 160 acres of coal 
land, paying-$20 per acre If It la lo- 
cated within 16 miles of a railroad and 
$10 per acre If located at a greater dis- 
tance than 16 miles from a railroad.

county ithls fall. The harvest, of beets 
will begin some- time -this month and 
the big factory will- be started about 
October 1 to manufacture .sugar. On 
account of the fict tjiaf the ranch- 
men failed to. follow instructions arid 
plbw their land 'last 'fall -the crop' in 
tljis valley will-not be as satisfactory 
as.lt was hoped.by the,company. Tn 
some,sections of,the county,the beet 
fields'look fine, while others will be al- 
most 
:, a failure. 
The manager of the 


Colorado Sugar Manufacturing com- 
pany, had expected to make this sea- 
son's.run the .banner one since the fac- 
tory was started up, but. the outlook at 
present IB that not .as much sugar will 
be turned out as last season. Edward 
Smith, one of the field Inspectors, says 
that the.only absolute success for.the 
growing of beets In this county la the 
plowing of the land'In the fall, and/the 
proper preparation. In the, early spring, 
so that the beets may Tie planted and 
maybe up and thinned before the se- 
vere hot weather comes. 
(The sugar 
beet is one of the hardiest of plants, 
but It has lts:season, and there are cer- 
tain laws which must be followed in Its 
cultivation In order, to'assure a good 
yield. The beet fields In the Grand Val- 
.ley havn not received the care and at- 
tentlpn that they should have received 
In the past and this is all that Is nec- 
essary to make this the greatest'sec- 
tion of the state for the cultivation of 
this profitable crop. 
The Colorado 
Sugar Manufacturing company baa put 
a vast »um,of money inl.lts immense 
plant''In this c|ty and'th* ranchmen 
should see1 thit this Investment brings 


the company in a reasonable percent- 
age on the capital invested. This year 
:he .company does not expect-to make 
arge profits, but It is due these men, 
who have so liberally gone ahead'wlth 
the' building of the factory, that condi- 
tions so change by another year that 
they may receive safe returns. 


The fruit growers of Mesa county 
are preparing a fine "fruit display for 
the state.fair, which will be held at 
Pueblo on September 23-28. In the years 
;o~ne by this county.has always, taken 
the head of the procession for the best 
display by. county, and'It would never 
do. to relinquish .that distinction this 
rear when .the crop is the largest and 
best In the history of Mesa county. 
William Bomgardner, president of the 
bounty Horticultural association, is 
lead of the movement and thl> assures 
the success and the best fruit display 
ever sent, to the state ralr. The Fruit 
Growers association is sending but from 
three to six carloads of^frult each day' 
now, and this will give .one-an idea as 
to the amount of fruit this county will 
harvest this fall. 


TRINIDAD

Trinidad, Sept. 1;—The'rain storms 


during the past week have been un- 
usual and have caused much damage. 
Twice within a week the river has been 
mnk full. Irrigating ditches and dams 
have been torn out from one end of the 
; Anlmas valley to the other. The 
city water supply has been seriously 
threatened, the dam having, 
been 
washed out.' The city council has ap- 
jroprlated $80,000 for the purpose of 
:aklng up the pipe line' now In the val-

:lmes and''laying it'on higher ground 
and building a storage reservoir near 
the Vigil school house. The severe 
storms Have demonstrated that this is 
the only safe way to protect and pre- 
serve the system. The Colorado and 
Wyoming Railway Co. has suffered se- 
verely.

of two weeks ago was hardly repaired 
when the last storm came, doing more 
damage than the first. Seven bridges 
between .here and W.eston are now out 
with a large part of the track and 
roadbed badly damaged.

THE 


BLACK CANON.—Civil Engineer A. L. 
FellowH, who Is resident hydrographer 
for the United States geological sur- 
vey, with headquarters in Denver, and 
Will Torrence, of Montrosn, arrived In 
Delta Wednesday after spending ten 
days In the Blnck canon In connection 
with-the survey for the Gunnlson-Un- 
•cohipahgre tuhnel. The gentlemen in- 
formed us that they swam across the 
river more than twenty times, to say 
nothing of about 60 different 
places 
where they were compelled to swim 
down stream In order to pass between 
the perpendicular Walls which tower 
for o\»er 2,000 feet on either side. No 
doubt the above-named gentlemen are 
the first to explore the entire length 
of the Black canon. Each gentleman 
carried a pack which weighed about 86 
pounds and they also had a rubber 
raft which they could Inflate or let the 
air out of at will, upon which they 
rode where the river was wide enough. 
They stated that there was one place 
which took them 12 hours to go a dis- 
tance of about a quarter of a mile ow- 
ing to the fact that Immense rocks, 
weighing hundreds of tons had fallen 
from overhead and lodged In the bed 
of the river and caused a large Jam. 
Mr. Fellows carried a camera and took 
over one hundred pictures which he 
will have made Into lantern slides and 
will no doubt lecture on the same at 
some future time. Mr. Fellows, who 
Is In charge of the topographical work, 
Is making a very careful survey of the 
proposed tunnel and one that will be 
complete on all points and when finish- 
ed will be absolute authority.—(Delta 
Independent.

COAL NEAR LA JUNTA.—J. L. 
Boyd and John Pearson, while on a 
hunting trip south of town one day 
last week, discovered the outcropplngs 
of a vein of coal about 17 miles from 
La Junta. Later developments are 
very promising, and a company will be 
organized at once to work the pros- 
pect. 


Mr. Boyd Is a practical coal miner 
and has been engaged in the business 
for years. He says that while out on 
a hunting trip he discovered evidences 
of coat and started to Investigate. On 
the face of a cliff above a small stream 
he found a small vein about two feet 
In thickness, and thinks that after a 
little prospect work It will develop Into 
a vein between three and four feet in 
thickness. He.eays the Indications are 
all that could be desired and is confi- 
dent that with a little development 
work coal in great quantity will be 
found. 


Mr. Boyd has already done develop- 
ment work on the claim sufficient to 
hold it.for 60 days, and has made appli- 
cation for the necessary blinks to file 
upon the government land where the 
coal Is located. An Individual Is allow- 
ed by law to file upon 180 acres of coal 
land, paying'»20 per acre If it is lo- 
cated within 16 miles of a railroad and 
{10 per acre if located at a greater dis- 
tance than IE miles from a railroad.

Very particularly Is It a. re- 
proach to that particular magnate who 
built up the great business of which the 
dissenting magnate Is now the adminis- 
trative head, at the largest salary paid 
In the United States, nnd doubtless In 
the world. For Mr. Carnegie Is so In- 
sensible of hl.'i own blessings In having 
been spared the drawback .of a college 
leducatton that he has created-an en- 
dowment, at the amount of which his 
native Island stands aghast for the ex- 
press purpose of enabling a. greater 
number of Scottish youth to Incur what 
Ills successor insists Is a disadvantage.

by their own mental, pictures of the 
amusements and InteresjSSife.the city, 
flee to it with; the,, heelrfs'sness of 
moths attracted by the. •$$$£;:' only to 
fall winged and singed fm; the fierce 
fli-es of sub-surface life. ;a,,wlll,tell the 
story of Mattie Gibson, ""that it may 
serve as a warning. 


In the town of Reading, Pa., lived 


one Mattle Gibson, aged eighteen. She 
lived with her mother, and wearied of 
the quiet country town. She Imagined 
if she could only get to New York she 
could earn her living as other girls 
do, and at the same time flnd much 
amusement Reading denied her. One 
day an advertisement in a New York 
newspaper met her eye and she re- 
pjlied. 
It led to a correspondence, 


with the result that one day, she left 
home for the great city. A young man 
met her upon the arrival of the train. 
He assured her that in the service of 
the lady to whom he would take her 
the work was light, the wages good and 
the opportunity for good clothes excel- 
lent. He caused her mind to glow. 
The dream of her life was about to be 
realized, tine was conducted to a hand- 
some house on West Forty-sixth street, 
not far from the Broadway of which 
she had read' so much. Here she met 
Mrs. Cora Bradford. 


Her dream came to an abrupt close. 


Her awakening was sharp and decisive. 
She was conducted 
to an interior 


room and her new employer explained 
to her the character of her house and 
the character of the inmates. , She was 
invited to enter upon the life of the 
outcast, and a vivid picture of pleasure 
and profit, ease and plenty was painted 
for her. Refusing to comply she was 
compelled to acquiesce. Her clothing 
was taken from her, her prayers and 
entreaties availed her nothing and she 
was brutally degraded. Finding herself 
robbed of her maidenly purity, a pris- 
oner in a barred room, driven to des- 
peration by hunger and assaults she 
sought escape by aparent compliance, 
She became an inmate of a disorderly 
house. 


One evening a patron of the brothel 


listened to her story and by means of 
an anonymous letter notified Justice 
Jerome. He turned the matter over 
to the Parkhurst society. 
Superin- 


tendent McClintock and an officer vis- 
ited the house, discovered the girl, 
arrested the woman, Cora Bradford, 
and took them to court. And she who 
entered the greatest city on the con- 
tinent, rich in spotless purity, eligible 
for the position of honored wife and 
mother, was robbed of all, debased and 
shamed before all the world. 


This is but a single instance of the 


Infamous traffic that has grown up in 
this great city. It seems incredible 
that deviltry such as Mrs.' Bradford 
possesses can exist in these days, or 
that young men can be found who will 
for hire resort to these vile methods. 
And yet the "cadets" are plentiful. In- 
telligent, well-dressed scoundrels are 
they who seek to attract 
foolish, 


thoughtless girls and launch them on: 
a career of vice, and do it as a busi- 
ness. 


The recent sale of a piece of prop- 


erty on the corner of Houston and 
Chrystie streets to meet the require- 
ments of the prevalent building trans- 
formation recalls. an almost forgotten 
period In "the life" of a great city. 
Here In 1858 Harry and Charles Clif- 
ton removed their saloon from Great 
Jones street calling it "The House of 
Lords," in contrast to Harry Hill's es- 
tablishment, which was 'called: "The 
House of Commons," Hill and the 
Cllftous have long since passed 'away, 
and with the sale ot the, property will 
pass all that la left of. the .antiquated 


saloon. At these places gathered the 
professional sports, whose exploits on 
:he pugilistic field were discussed on 
aoth sides of the Atlantic and, also, of 
:he "gentlemen sports" who recruited 
'rom the best society in the city in- 
dulged in their depraved tastes as in- 
clination warranted. 
A curious and 


distinguished list It would be—this of 
:he frequenters of these 
saloons. 


Many a man today prominent in so- 
ciety and in the professions, as well 
as in commerce and banking, was a 
visitor 
in good standing.

"record breaker" exhibited his 'sci- 
ence" in the small hall, and won hia 
way to fame 'from the "backing" ob- 
tained in these halls.

man's Wife, 


The door of the dining-room stood 


open, and, when I had finished my pipe, 
I joined the ranchmari'S, Wife, who sat 
beside the table In a rocking chair, 
holding In her arms her oldest child, a 
boy of five or six. She seemed glad 
to have someone to talk to. The con- 
versation at table had swept from end 
to end In a manner diverting to her/but 
In which she as little dreamed of join- 
Ing as a bird would venture with un- 
tried wings into a high wind. She was 
too delicately reared to be at home In 
the thickening tobacco smoke of the 
living-room, and so she was alone with 
the child, the hired woman being in the 
kitchen. 
I praised the country side 
which she and her husband had chosen 
their home, and told her how well it 
contrasted with a region only a few 
miles to the north; but, If I found a 
way to her heart at all, it was in genu- 
ine admiration of the boy, whose light 
hair rested In moist curls about his 
glowing face, as he lay sleeping In his 
mother's arms. She was not a discon- 
tented woman—far from It, she was 
young, and her eyes shone with health 
and with vital Interest in the things 
about her. But It was rarely that she 
saw anyone from the world outside, 
and I was a stranger, and when I own* 


_ to having been in the northwest she 
told me eagerly that her own people 
and her husband's lived "back east in 
Minnesota," where they both were born 
and bred. 


How can r suggest the pathos of It? 
She was not complaining and yet, as 
she went on telling me of an earlier 
time, It was almost as a captive might 
have spoken of the wide range of living 
when he was free. Life In constant 
contact with her friends 
and the 
breadth of their many Interests, was in 
such striking contrast to existence on 
a ranch, with the nearest neighbor 30 
miles In the offing, arid with never a 
look from year'to year over the rugged 
hills that formed the horizon. One could 
see at a glance the opposite effects of 
the change upon the two natures. Her 
husband, native-born and country-bred, 
like 'herself, and schooled as a man 
must be whose bringing up is in a com- 
munity which draws Its blood and tra- 
ditions pure from New England, yet 
had become more a frontiersman every 
year, In whom the memories of earlier 
things faded fast before the dominant 
realities of his new surroundings. She, 
on the contrary, cherished these mem- 
ories of her;own—her home and friends 
and church associations and Chautau 
qua circle (she told me particularly of 
that) until they were enshrined within 
her, and one could but see that, how- 
ever loneliness might oppress her, she 
had • an escape which must have fur- 
nished at times an enjoyment keener, 
perhaps, than any which real experi- 
ence would have brought.—(From "A 
Burro-Puncher," by Walter A. Wyck- 
oOff in the September Scribrier's.

Washington, , Aug. 30.—Secretary 
Root's proposition to establish an, ad- 
vanced educational establishment In 
this city for army 
offers on plans 
similar to those of the Naval War col- 
lege at Newport, meets with the'ap- 
probation of military men here and will, 
it is very certain, receive the necessary 
sanction, when the scope of the con- 
templated institution will be fully sub- 
mitted to the national legislature in the 
secretary's annual report 
The last 
congress, In fact, authorized the detail 
of a board pf officers to Investigate and 
make a report upon the subject. This 
board has held many sessions during 
the past five or six months, .and its 
recommendations will soon be in shape 
for submission to the head of the war 
department. The national capital is 
unquestionably the best point In the 
country for the college or whatever It 
shall be called. In the first place, the: 
library advantages are unsurpassed, 
and it will be under the immediate su- 
pervision of the. department and the 
leading officers of the army, who .will 
undoubtedly be asked to aid In Its de- 
velopment, which must necessarily be 
a work of years. In the early days of 
the government it was suggested that 
the military academy should be located 
in the District of Columbia, but West 
Point being an.army post at the time, 
that fact, coupled'.with the supposed 
advantages of climate, gave the Point 
the prize. 


An enormous social Influence will be 
brought to bear on congress to have 
the idea carried out 
The aim of 90 


per cent, of the officers of the army, 
particularly the younger ones, Is to get 
to Washington because of its social at- 
tractions, In society these young men 
are most welcome. No function can be 
much of a success without a-good 
sprinkling of them. Senators and con- 
gressmen are, socially, a very stupid 
set, ana department clerks are, with 
few exceptions, not desirable. In/fact 
society • turns up its aristocratic nose 
at them. The wife of a cabinet'officer 
does not care to see her daughter danc- 
llg with the flfteen-hundred-a-year sub- 
ordinate of her husband. The young 
man, 
however estimable he may be, is 
not In that class, unless, Indeed, which' 
is sometimes the case, he is the son or 
nephew of a distinguished member of 
the administration, and is merely hold- 
ing office while he is preparing hlm- 
eif for the bar or some of the other 
professions. Then the situation is dif- 
ferent; tho family name swings open 
to him the doora of the elite. It can 
be readily imagined then that society 
will constitute itself a grand lobby to 
put the bill though, and its Influence 
will be irresistible. Few congressmen 
can resist a pressure of this kind. If 
they resist It means a social ostracism 
of themselves and their families, and. 
the man or woman -who is not in society 
in Washington may as well be in the 
woods. Be certain, then, that if «n 
army college bill is presented at the 
next session of congress It will go 
through on short order. The army and 
its society friends and admirers 'will 
see that: the necessary votes are forth- 
coming. The combination Is not one 
to be successfully resisted. 
It will 
sweep both houses before It. • Besides 
the idea is a good one, and that alone 
ought to settle it.

'Creek Ullstlfict tttlrf ^iiits precisely the cpndition of a 
dense population eitended over a considerable area and 
giving a large amount ofjtraffic for short distance, which 
is most favprable Id ttfe electric lines. 


Witfiin the past^weelt there has come the announce- 


ment Of two considerable additions to the electric system 
of Colorado. One of'these Is a line connecting with the city 
system of Denver and extending to the foothill cities to th.e 
west The other Is a, proposed line from a station 'on 
Ihe Cripple Creek Short Line to a new resort at or near 
the Seven Lakes with an extension to the summit of 
Pike's Peak. 


The* first of the.se projects appears to be plainly 


consistent with the principles that must determine the 
construction'of electric lines in the future. There is a 
good 'promise bt local traffic for short distances at fre- 
quent intervals.i'and'ln^this connSction It may be noted 
that the conditions, In 'jnany of Jthe thickly settled por- 
tions of Colorado '.are rapidly 
becoming suitable 


for the maintenance "'df 
electric lines. 
That these 


•will be built In theffutu're-quite generally does not admit 
of'a doubt. ; Th'e'_tendency In Colorado, as has often 
tieen remarked irf these columns, is undoubtedly towards 
small farms and; a .dense population in districts determ- 
ined by the boundaries of a mining district or of ir- 
rigable areas. An electric railway has already been plan- 
ned for the fruit :ralsln.g suburbs of Grand .Junction and 
the Conditions are already suitable for such lines In other 
agricultural and somfe mining regions bf the.state. 
, The disadvantage^ that Colorado has by reason of 
comparatively;sparse population, steep grades and large 
areas of wasie'Jands will be largely offset by cheapness 
of coal supply and in many cases by the abundance of 
water-power. ^ Add' to this the division of our farm 
ing lands into'small tracts and the other reasons for con- 
densing the population'Into small areas, and the elec- 
trie lines'will be found to serve the needs of a large 
part Pf qur people.

THE DEMOCRACY AND THE LOST ISSUES. 
THE GRAND AND THE ARKANSAS. 


HB fair which is to be held next month at Pueblo 


elating to be representative of the whole state, 
ana from all Indications It will make'good Its 
title, but outside of this state exposition ot the 


agricultural and Industrial resources the two most Im- 
portant annual festivals are the Arkansas Valley fair at 
Rocky Ford and the Peach day at Grand Junction. The 
Peach Day celebration has Just been concluded and .It 
was even more than ordinarily successful. 
The Rocky 


Ford fair, including the famous Watermelon day will 
be held next week. 
1 
It may be said without exaggeration that the two 


rivers which flow past the cities of Rocky Ford and of 
Grand Junction drain an area that Is not surpassed' for 
natural wealth by any part of the United States or the 
civilized world. The valleys of the Arkansas and the 
Grand constitute the richest part of the state of Colo- 
rado, In mineral wealth and in agricultural and manu- 
facturing possibilities. It might, perhaps, be difficult to 
say which of the two will surpass the other in its ulti- 
mate developments, but there is certainly no room for 
rivalry on the part of any other valley or section of the 
state. In the main valley of the Arkansas from Lead- 
ville to the state line is to be found every variety of soil 
and climate, every kind of precious metal and mineral, 
an abundant water supply and everything that Is neces- 
sary to build up and support a dense population in con- 
tinuous prosperity. 
The slopes of the valley extend 


southward to the state line and north to the Divide. They 
include the cities of Leadville, Sallda, Buena Vista, Crip- 
ple Creek, Colorado Springs, Westcliffe, Canon City, 
Florence, Pueblo, La Junta, Las Anlmas, Lamar, Trini- 
dad and others. No part of the state is making a more 
rapid growth at the present and its possibilities of devel- 
opment will be for many years to come illimitable. The 
great valley of the Grand river is not as far along In the 
course of development as that of the Arkansas. Above 
Grand Junction it Is divided Into two principal branches, 
the one stretching to the south and southeast In the 
valleys of the Gunnlson and the Uncompaghre, including 
the cities of Delta, Montrose, Gunnlson and Ouray and 
the other extending eastward and Including the region 
around Rifle, New Castle, Glenwood Springs, Eagle, Wol- 
cott, Mlnturn, Red Cliff, Carbond'ale, Basalt and Aspen. 


Either one of these great valleys would be the proper 


territory for an empire of Itself. 'Either one of them 
would furnish the foundation for a great 'American state. 
Colorado is doubly fortunate In having two such mag- 
nificent pedestals for its future prosperity, and the visitor 
who shall have attended the festivals at Grand Junction 
and at Rocky Ford' will gain a new idea of the possibil- 
ities that await the people of Colorado. 


THE TURKISH EMPIRE. 


I 


T WILL be the almost universal hope In the United 


States and' In other civilized countries of the world 
that the time has finally come when the Turkish 
empire will either be blotted off of the map, or else 


reduced to a small holding In some part of Asia where 
Christians will no longer be subject to the tyrannous 
oppression and barbarities of the Mohammedans. What- 
ever dissension there may be from this opinion can arise 
only from the Jealousy existing among the Christian 
nations of Europe. If it had not been for this same jeal- 
ousy. Turkey would long ago have been destroyed and 
someone of the nations would have ruled at Constan- 


ile, and one or more of them would have appropri- 


,e Turkish territory. 


ni~ The story of the Turks Is a long and Interesting one, 
'In 844 they Immigrated from Tartary Into .Armenia, and 
tfegan the assaults upon the unhappy people of that 
region that have continued up to the present year. In 
the years from 1000 to 1300 their power Increased con- 
stantly. Their first appearance in Europe was in 1080, 
when 2,000 of them crossed the Bosphorus to assist one 
of the emperors at Constantinople against his rival. This 
introduction of foreign mercenaries to take part in a 
domestic quarrel had "the usual unhappy result. By 
the year 1500 the Turks had conquered Thessaly, Mace- 
donia and Bulgaria and nearly all of western Asia. The 
capture of Constantinople took place in 1463, and this 
date is usually assigned as the close of mediaeval and the 
beginning of modern history. It will be noticed that it is 
not far removed from that of the discovery ot America 
by Columbus. In 1525 the empire of the Ottoman Turks 
reached Its highest point. At that time they had undis- 
puted possession < of a large area In western Asia, Egypt 
In .Africa, and In Europe they had conquered all of the 
Grecian islands 'and .upon the mainland all of Greece 
and the countries north to the Danube and as far west 
as Vienna, which they besieged In that year. The terrl-. 
tory under. Turkish rule In Europe. at that time extended 
over 230^000 square .miles, an area more than twice as 
great as the state of Colorado. The failure to take Vienna 
was the beginning of misfortune. In 1595 the Turks 
were driven out of upper Hungary and ' Transylvania. 
In 1769 they were expelled by Russia from the Crimea. 
In 1806 another war with Russia drove them back behind 
the River Pruth. In 1828 the Greek war for Independ- 
ence ended with a loss to the Turks of that kingdom. 
In 1833 Egypt became practically Independent of Turkish 
rule. In 1841 Turkey was placed under the protection of 
the great ppwers, who guaranteed its integrity and Its 
independence. This was the beginning of the later stage 
of the Turkish empire. In 1858 Moldavia and Wallachla 
united in declaring their Independence. • The war with 
Russia in 1876 resulted In a wholesale loss. Bulgaria, east- 
ern Roumella, Thessaly and a strip of eastern Armenia were 
made autonomous, and the entire Independence of Ron- 
melia, Servia and Montenegro was established. Bosnia 
and Herzegovina were placed under the administration 
of Austria and Cyprus under that of England. In 1898 
Crete was declared by the powers to be autonomous. 


At the present time the Turkish empire In Europe 


comprises an area of 65,752 miles, which Is equal to that 
of Missouri, and it has a population of 6,086,000. in Asia 
the possessions of the empire amount to 65u,394 square 


which is about two and one-half tirnes the area of 


Texas andxcontaln a population of 17,546,000. The area 
of the states and islands which owe a nominal allegiance 
to Turkey and wWch are practically Independent, in- 
cluding Bulgaria, Bosnia, Crete and Egypt, Is 465,000' 
square miles, and their population amounts to 15,000,000. 


The Turks are bankrupt In finance, and the adminis- 


tration throughout is thoroughly corrupt and tyrannical, 
The people are ground to the lowest' depths of poverty 
by taxation, and the government is the opposite in every 
respect of what it should be according to civilized notions. 
Turkey has no navy 01 any importance, but its army Is 
a large one, and while It suffers from the conditions that 
prevail In the government, it has a record even In mod- 
ern time for bravery and fighting qualities that are sel- 
dom surpassed. It will be no easy task to accomplish the 
overthrow of the Turkish empire, and whatever nation 
undertakes it must be prepared for a stubborn resistance 
and hard fighting anywhere beyond the reach of tue 
guns of the battle ships. 


is most feared by those who are conversant 


with the situation in the east is the declaration ot a 
Holy War. The sultan is not only the emperoy of the 
Turks, but be is recognized as the legitimate successor 
of. Kfohamwed, and as^Buch^the entire, Mohammedan 
platlpn of the, world, independent of naytbnal.Hy or boun/ 


Holy War would call to the banners of the sultan an 
Innumerable host from Asia fend 'Africa. Whether they 
would answer the call or not is & different question, but 
It Is the fear of the possible consequences of such a 
summons, sounding from the Bosphorus to the China seas 
and from Suez far into the dark Interior of Africa tfiat 
has caused the powers to hesitate more than once in 
their policy toward Turkey. 
England especially has 


been Influenced by the possible results among her Indian 
subjects. 


Whatever may be the consequences, the people ot the 


United States will be glad that the way now appears 
opened for positive action to end what nas been for tne 
Past century nothing less than a disgrace to civilization. 
If France accomplishes the task of driving the;Ottoman 
government out of Europe, and makes arrangements for 
the proper protection of the Christian peoples of Asia 
Minor, she will deserve the tbankirand the respect of all 
civilized nations, though it is not'to be presumed that 
the other powers'of Europe will allow her to dispose of 
the destiny and territory of Turkey In Europe'Without 
their participation and final approval. 


TAIL TWISTING AND TAIL PLUCKING. 


•^OR MANY years past tall-twtsUng has been regarded 
•I 
as an allowable If not wholly legitimate amuse- 
ment of the American politician. The Irish 
vote was a considerable factor in American poll- 


tics, and it was considered a popular course to abuse the" 
British lion. At first the oversea newspapers were in- 
clined to regard this as a manfestatlon of real unfriend- 
liness, but they soon learned that it meant nothing more 
than a cheap political trick to gain favor with unin- 
telligent voters. 


Just at present we are evidently about to experience 


a similar practice from a different source, and it is the 
American eagle instead of the British, lion that is to be 
the victim. American competition is a 'serious matter/ 
with farmers and manufacturers of many Eurogean coun- 
tries. For some years past the German politicians have 
found it to be to their interest to affect an attitude of 
hostility towards things American and now the Austrians 
and the French find it to be good policy'in. local politics 
to.pull.an occasional tall'feather from the great Ameri- 
c a n bird.

T IS interesting to conjecture what are the thoughts

HE proceedings of the National Forestry, a'sso'ci-' 


atlon in Denver should strengthen the sent}- 


• ment that now prevails In this state,in favor 


of the forest reserves. The administration of 


these reserves is not all that it should be, and it is not all 
that we hope it will be in the near future,, but even under 
these' imperfect conditions the reserves are already dem- 
onstrating their value and turning the current of public 
opinion in their favor. 


One great good that is accomplished by them is that 


they serve to check the devastation of the forests that 
has been such a lamentable consequence ot the settle- 
ment of the state. If the destruction of trees had been 
confined to cutting them for beneficial use there would 
be not so much to regret, but for everyone that has been 
sawed into boards or mine timbers or cut for railway 
ties a dozen have been destroyed through carelessness 
ttat Is almost criminal.

Inter State- Waters. 


(Lincoln State Journal.) 


Owing to the practical extinguish' 


ment of the South Platte river by Colo- 
rado irrlgationlsta before western Ne- 
braska was settled, the people' of this 
state' take only a languid interest in 
the great water controversy now on in 
the United States supreme court be- 
tween the states ol Kansas and Colo- 
rado. Even Kansas !» not so keenly 
concerned In the matter as some of the 
other neighbors of Colorado, and takes 
up the fight tor a comparatively small 
amount of water more as a matter of 
abstract Justice, apparently, tHan as a 
means at saving large areas of her 
soil to productive agriculture. 
But wltfi SoWe 6f tne niquntatn slates 
bo roaring' -on Colorado the case Is dif- 
ferent To them the use of the streams 
Is a matter of life and death. Colorado 
Is the crest of the continent and rivers 
flow out of, her snbwy ranges to tne 
four poirtts of the compass. For nearly 
£00 miles the North Flatte and the 
Laramle, for example, furnish water for 
Irrigating the valleys of Wyoming. 
f her* t« an abundance of water because 
the valleys are narrow and th» rivers 
are str«at- > After irrigating all of th««e 
lands inWyottiing the North PlatU IB 
Still a noblt rlv*r when It crosses into 
Nebraska. It is believed that no legiti- 
mate use of the water in Wyoming will 
ever cause a ahortate In the new arid 
rich irrigation district In Scott's Blurt 
and Cheyenne counties in this state. 
But Wyonilng and this new Nebraska 
district are menaced alike by Colorado. 
One ot the three streams forming the 
big Laramle river has already been 
carrltd over the divide and turned Into 
the Cache la Poudre. to swell that 
atrtam and extend the Irrigated dis- 
trict at fort Collins and Qreeley still 
farther out on the wide plains. If this 
can be dons without consulting the le- 
gal rights of Wyoming, the diversion of 
the other two heads of 'the Laramle and 
then the North Platte Is only an en- 
glnierbtg and financial problem. A de- 
cision of the supreme court against the 
cl&lms of Kansas may mean an unpar- 
alleled disaster to Wyoming and other 
states now 'using Water that happens 
to coftie from the mountains of Colora- 
do. , Th« is In truth one, of the most 
Interesting cases ever brought before 
the supreme, court. 
By the 'supreme law., of thefiahd all 


.Of the relations between the states are 
•ubjeet to 'federal control. This offers 
US a striking example of the wisdom of 
the,m«n who framed the Constitution. 
They could: not foresee specific causes 
of trouble like this, nut they 'were wise 
enough to frame a general law that 
would prevent serious clashes between 
the states. A rancher who has been 
using this water from a mountain 
stream f9r twenty years was asked 
What he and his neighbors would do 
In case Colorado diverted the whole 
river. "We will go up and blow out" 
the dams," he said. In this he would 
be supported by his state, and that 
would Involve actual war .between Col- 
orado and Wyoming. Such a war would 
occur within the n>xt five years if it 
were not for the control of all such 
relations by the federal government and 
the provision for bringing these dis- 
putes before the Supreme court as this 
case has Just been broughfat' Wash- 
ington.

"The dressmakers' ateliers during the 


month of August show a strange mix- 
ture of laces, lawns, cloths and furs, 
rather confusing to one who Is trying 
to glean from them some general prin- 
ciples concerning the matter of dress. 
But often one may learn as much from 
a summer gown bearing the last touch 
of ribbon as>fr9m a combination of 
velvet and fur that Is going . to the 
other end of civilization to attempt to 
suit the caprice of some haughty dame 
six months hence. Paris modes seem 
to move always In one general direc- 
tion, and the little straws that show 
which way the stream is flowing are 
as likely to be found on a cool late 
summer frock as on a wool gown made' 
for early September. 


It Is admitted by the dressmakers, 
that a good many features of the sum-: 
mer gowns will reappear at once In 
heavier fabrics under the guise of au- 
tumn novelties and autumn models. 
And this is all It always has been, and 
probably always will be. 
Fashions 
have never moved in jerks, nnd thero 


without a choker, and has lace medal- 
lions about the neck In the form of a 
aeep yoke, and again on the close, six- 
inch cuffs on the sleeves. The loose 
blouse falls over the waistband of pale 
yellow silk, a color found In the cre- 
tonne embroidery. 
The embroidery 
forming the yoke Is carried over tha 
tops of the .sleeves, which are close to 
the arms with a bag shaped puff unit-

A skirt that shows a pretty way of 
using lace medallions Is of silk in 
champagne «olor.

"But in these opinions that the wile 
should help support the family, the 
learned jurists overlook entirely the vi- 
tal' function of maternity. It has long 
been-a question of domestic economy 
whether, during the years she Is bear- 
Ing and rearing children, the mother 
should be compelled to do the heavy 
and,, exacting work of the household 
even,'and'it Is accepted that, frota a 
hygienic standpoint, for her sake and 
the children's, she should be spared 
from this" as much as possible. How 
.infinitely ^more injurious would it-be 
to. put upon her, the responsibility of 
breadwlnning during these, years! The 
fact that because of dire poverty, vice 
and Ignorance she la sometimes placed 
in this position is much to be deplored, 
and there could be no greater calamity 
than for law and public sentiment to 
acknowledge the injustice of such a 
condition. Equally, mistaken are both 
lawyers and laymen In declaring that 
'marriage Is like all other civil con- 
tracts and the parties to it have equal 
pares and responsibilities.' This never 
can be the case, for there la no duty 
which man can assume wholly to offse 
the responsibility of child-bearing— 
none which so threatens health and life 
Itself. Even the avoidance of this peri 
may be fraught with the greatest dan- 
ger. No; marriage as a civil.contrao 
never can hold:both parties to it in 
exact equality or impose equivalent li- 
abilities upon each. 
"If men do not wish to'drive women 
away from matrimony; if they do not 
aesfre to. incpurage them in refusing to 
incur the responsibility of maternity 
when they have married, let them not 
promulgate the doctrine that it is a 
part of the wife's duty to help support 
the family by labor outside the home 
Women are. already, asking themselves 
If they will get enough out of marriage 
to'compensate for the sacrifices it may 
require. Should the time ever come 
when the,law shall provide that,they 
are equally responsible with the father 
•for, the financial support of the children 
whom they risked life and health.to 
bring into being, they will find a sure 
solution of the difficulty by remaining 
single."—(Woman's Journal.

Pickled Peaches—Take those of a full 
growth, but perfectly green, put them 
In salt and water, strong enough to 
bear up an egg, When they have been 
In a week, take them out, and wipe 
them carefully with a soft cloth. Lay 
them In a pickle Jar. Put to a gallon 
of vinegar half an olvhce of cloves, the 
same quantity of peperoorns, sliced 
ginger and mustard seed—add salt, and 
boll the vinegar—then turn It on the 
peaches scalding hot. Turn the vinegar 
from

several times. Heat It 
scalding hot, and turn it back while 
hot. 


Sast India PloMe—Chop cabbage fine, 
leaving ou-'. the stalks, together with 
three or four onions, a'root o* horse- 
radish, and a couple of gre'en peppers 
to each cabbage. 
Soak the whole In 
salt water three or four days. .Spice 
some vinegar very strong, with mace, 
cloves, allspice and cinnamon, Heat it 
scalding hot-add alum and salt, and 
turn it on to the cabbage, onions,and 
pepper, which should previously have 
all the brine, drained from them.

He 
holds the view that the majority of 
physicians take up an inconsistent po- 
sition with regard to the use of alcohol, 
for the reason that while they are well 
aware of Its,dangerous and poisonous 
qualities, they nevertheless -contribute 
to make permanent the false ideas con- 
ernlng the value ana effects of alcohol 
which are so generally disseminated. 
Kassowltz explains these- Inconsisten- 
cies on the ground that the teaching 
which considers alcohol a food, beoauee 
it is burned in the organism, 'has -held 
Its ground in spite of many disregarded 
newer InvestlgatlonBWbioh have Bhown 
its indefensibility. He Is. therefore, of 
the opinion that the assumption of as- 
cribing food properties to alcohol based 
on: simple theoretical consideration is 
a grave scientific error,, the removal of 
which Is the most important prelimi- 
nary condition to an elteotual battle 
against alcoholism, says Dr. J. H Kel- 
logg of Boston.

The main cause of the restric- 
tion of production Is .the failure of the 
trust smeltlrig company to handle the 
large amount of low grade sulphide ores 
that have hitherto been marketed. The 
reason given by the smelter people ,U 
their Inability to get a sufnclenfarhOunt 
of other ore to make the proper fluxing 
combination. The large'number of re- 
duction mills that have"'recently been 
erected In Cripple Creek and:other sec- 
tions have taken the ore thafat one 
time went to the trust, smelters, and 
the result seems to ba disastrous to the 
marketing of Leadvme sulphides. Sev- 
eral mines In upper" Big. Evans gulch, 
among which are the.

Four thousand men of the • great 
peaceful army;upc>-,i which turns the 
destiny of nations marched through the 
streets of this city yesterday, Joyfully 
celebrating the day known 'as Labor 
flay. 


Nearly 2,000 men ,from the smelters, 
workshops and . factories

Pueblo 
came up to Joln-wlth Colorado Springs 
and Colorado City in commemorating 
the .day.. There Is peace and harmony 
txlstlng among the. .unions of this state 
the unions which represent the armies 
of the laboring world. 
It was an inspiring picture to see 
thousands of men in line, each One 
proud of the craft and work upon which 
they, depend for Sustenance. They were 
a. splendid looking lot of men— all of 
them happy looking, .walking along 
with buoyant elastic footstep that ex- 
pressed the joyfulness of their .work. 
The dignity of labor was Instinctively 
felt as one looked upon these men upon 
whom depended the welfare and happi- 
ness of human kind.

In honor of the day, all business 
houses, banks, county and city offices 
were closed, ana there was Very little 
work 6f any kind aone anywhere. The 
weather, : too, except for a short sh6wer 
in the afternoon, .was simply ideal. A 
number of bands from Pueblo, Colo- 
rado City ana Victor, -besides our own 
Midland band, marched along- In .the 
•parade. Banners with significant de- 
vices that tersely expressed the senti- 
ment of organized labor, were carried 
at Intervals along the line of march. 
One that was often vociferously cheered 
was that carried by the carpenters— 
"In 1801, we were 
unorganized 
and 
.worked 16 hours a day;" aria another, 
" Justices-result a full dinner pall," was 
often cheered as the crowds on the 
streets saw It.. "Unltea we stana, dl- 
vldea we fall," the oia but never aging 
motto that carried many an army to 
victory, was the motto that might have 
typified the entire aggregation of the 
men who marched yesterday. In union 
there Is power, ana power Is .the lever 
that moves the progress of the woria. 
Kveryone who saw the parade yester- 
day. must certainly have felt that 
strength of 'labor was represented best 
in Its organized forms. 
' T h e parade was formed on Nevada 
avenue, near St. Train street. 
It 
moved from there to Vermljo street, 
through- the ~horse show grand stand 
itnfl then came up Tejon street, ana 
finally doubled up on Itself, so that one 
part of the parade moved down one side 
of the street while the other came up. 
Most of the unions were uniformed, 


arid a great many of. them had floats 
upon which miniature workshops were 
Placed. The cdal • miners had a num- 
ber of realistic Imitations of coal mines, 
The carpenters had a tine large work- 
shop' where men were sawing boards 
arid building a house. • -"We are the 
liorne builders" was their device. Fol- 
lowing them closely was the carpenters 
union from Colorado City. The prog- 
ress In their work was typified In the 
two cottages which were on the float. 
One was a regular .log cabin, square 
and substantial looking. The other was 
a trim, -cosy little cottage— an admira- 
ble specimen of their handiwork. 
The parade was headed by the Cow- 
boy band of Pueblo, arid It was the 
real, genuine thing, too. The musicians 
wore cowboy hats, and fierce looking 
jelts were: over their wolfskin riding 
breeches. Their. music had a dash arid 
go about it that was mighty tantalizing 
LO one's dignity.

For two or three months the chamber 


of commerce and a number of Individ- 
ual business men of this city have been 
booming a scheme which will be a great 
boon to Colorado Springs. The propo- 
sition is to make this city a popular 
winter resort for eastern people ana if 
the hopes of those who are urging the 
project are reallzea. the tourist season 
In Colorado Springs will last all the 
year round. 


The Colorado Terminal Lines Passen- 
ger association will meet this afternoon 
In Denver to consider the proposition 
of asking . the big trans-cohtlnenta 
lines to allow the summer excursion 
dates to prevail all the year. There Is 
little doubt that the Colorado railroads 
Including the Short Line, Midland, Rio 
Grande and "other lines conflnea to this 
state ana vicinity will favor the Wea 
They will, no doubt, bring the question 
before the Western Passenger asaocla 
tlon ana if that organization's approva 
can be won the cheap excursion rates 
from the east will-be In effect In winter 
as well as In summer and Colorado 
Springs will never see a dull season. 


Colorado Springs lias just experienced 


the most prosperous summer In Its his- 
tory. Early in the summer wheri the 
advantages of tourist travel 'to loca 
business meri was very evident, thi 
chamber of Commerce, through Secre- 
tary McClurg, began the movement to 
'make the winter business of this city 
and other points In the state more pros- 
perous. The efforts have been airected 
to secure winter tourist rates for Colo- 
raao common points—Colorado Springs 
Pueblo and Denver—from Chicago, at 
Louis ana Missouri river points. 


Mr. McClurg, who has been devoting 
all his time for the past month to the 
enterprise, said last night: 
"It Is 


high time that the world should learn 
that Colorado.Is a winter resort par 
excellence, and should become deserv- 
edly popular as such—just as'It Is 
known to be the foremost scenic am 
health resort In the summer. 


"One of the best railroad books ever 
printed about the Pike's Peak region- 
It not the best—is the Santa Fe's 'A 
Colorado Summer.' Two weeks ago I 
wrote to the officials of this road asking 
them to Issue just as attractive a book- 
let to be entltlea 'A Colorado Winter. 
If they do not publish It perhaps the 
Rock Island roaa will. If neither road 
will publish It, I am quite sure the 
chamber of commerce 
of 
Colorado 
Springs will do It. 
"Our chamber of commerce wrote the 
Colorado Terminal Lines Passenger as- 
sociation, week before last, begging It 
to call a, meeting to consider the propo- 
sition to make Colorado a winter re- 
sort, and to have the summer excursion 
rates made by the eastern railroads be 
Instituted at Intervals, the year round 
Chairman Parker of Denver, wrote me 
our proposition would come before the 
Colorado railroads at their next meet- 
Ing and I am advised that the meeting 
Is to be held tomorrow. If we all work 
together for this end It will be accom- 
plished—if not this coming winter sea- 
son, then the next, but I hope It will be 
secured for this year. 
."Just think what half-rates, from the 


cola, damp, bleak region of the Great 
lakes, wouia mean for the. benighted 
December and January residents of 
Chicago, and what relief such low, win- 
ter railroad rates would bring to those 
Buffering from lung troubles, or ma- 
laria. In the wasting mid-winter of the 
Boston neighborhood! 
"Then again, consider what great 


benefitWould accrue'to our city If the 
chamber of commerce could succeed 
In carrying.the proposition through— 
this winter. It would keep oui' hotels 
ana boarding houses full of people 
throughout the entire year. It'Wpuld 
give our livery stables doubled11aaltron- 
age, ,lt wpuia make the street 'car sys- 
tem .pay, gratify coal dealer,"'grocer, 
physician and druggist, and even news- 
boys would sell-more papers. 
"Yes, I have strong hopes that the 
railroads will give low winter rates a 
trial. We have a powerfull ally In John 
Sebastian, general passenger agent of 
the Rock Island. Mr. Sebastian was 
in Colorado Springs a few days ago 
and expressed himself as willing to aid 
In securing winter tourist rates for 
Colorado, and his word will go a long 
way In settling the question. ' 
. "I have brought this matter to the 
attention of the Cripple Creek Short 
Line, and they are actively aiding us 
ana have appealed to all general pas- 
senger agents In Colorado to vote In 
favor of .winter tourist rates. Next, it 
should be brought before the Western 
Passenger association In Chicago, and 
the question may be settled there. Per- 
haps, If they vote in the negative one 
of the transcontinental lines may be in- 
clined to make1 a minority report In our 
favor....... 


"We haa to work a, very-long-time In 
order to secure the boon of low summer 
tourist rates, but these 
have finally 
proven popular ana paying for the rail- 
roads—It would seem—and they may 
now the more readily put on trial sim- 
ilar winter tourist rates. 


"At, the same time we must ail com- 
bine to tell the people of bleak' New 
England and the lake region what 
Colorado winter really Is.. 
Most of 
them Imagine our winters are fright- 
fully cold ana that snow is 10 feet deep 
in Colorado Springs from December to 
February. 
" • . . ' • ' ' ... 


We must teach them 
our winter 
truths: That we receive about two- 
thlrds of all possible sunshine In De- 
cember ana..January while Chicago and 
Boston get'thirty-seven .per. cent of the 
nil;shine possible In those months. The 
sun Chines in Colorado Springs for nine 
hours a day early in January, while 
a't the most popular resort of Switzer- 
land It shines but for. five hours. And 
they must 
learn that in Colorado 
Springs ve have much leas snow, much 
less prec: pltatlpn than in Chicago or 
Boston, und greatly reduced wind ve- 
locity. Statistics forcibly prove.these 
statements. 
: 


"I.rem'lmber when first I came to 


Colorado, In the heart of winter, sixteen 
years ago, the surprise I felt when as- 
sured there were but one or two sleighs 
In Denver. Ana I was surprised .to 
find that on nearly every December 
day I could go down tpwn In the mid- 
dle pf the day without wearing an over- 
coat. 


"Our chamber of commerce will at 


once request; the - Denver chamber of 
commerce and Pueblo Business Men's 
association to combine with us In push-' 
ing this measure ana we should work 
together to make a Colorado winter as 
popular as a. Colorado summer. A Flor- 
ida resort proudly advertises that golf 
may be playea there from'November to 
May. We can with perfect truth her- 
ald that in Colorado .Springs golf may 
be played, from November to Novem- 
ber. 


"Let us hope that the Cplorado Ter- 
minal .Lines Passenger association may 
strongly Indorse the winter tourist 
rates proposition Introduced by the 
Colorado Springs chamber 
of com- 
merec. That would be In my estima- 
tion a grander achievement in Its prac- 
tical benefits than any accomplished for 
the good of our fair city In may a 
year."

Springs, and circulars were sent ou 
to the Individual members, ! settin 
forth the advantages of a visit to Colo 
rado, and especially emphasizing th 
facilities which Colorado Springs pos 
Besses in the way of ample and hoaplta 
ble accommodations, Although the ac 
ceptance of the Invitation Is matte 
of personal choice. It Is generally un 
derstood that most of the ministers an 
laymen attending the triennial 
wl 
stop 
off In 
Colorado Springs. 
Th 


Denver and Rio Grande will handle th 
bulk of this traffic, and most llbera 
excursion rates will be made as an In 
ducement to visit scenic Colorado—th 
Switzerland of America. 
The local entertainment committee o 
the Episcopal church having this mat 
ter In charge has consulted with th 
Antlers and other hotels of this city fo 
accommodations. The success' of th 
Antlers has already reached the east 
and numerous Inquiries have been re 
celved for accommodations ny the visit 
Ing ministers, and it Is possible tha 
they will all remain ithere as a body 
While here, their stay will be made a 
pleasant as possible. Besides excursion 
to we.ll known points of Interest, i 
a number of social affairs will be hel< 
In their honor, ana as the Eplscopa 
churches here Include In.their member 
ship many of the best people in society 
it Is likely that the sPclety events glv 
en In their honor will be of some 1m 
portance.

ly legislative and have sole authority 
to make any changes whatever iri the 
general constitution or canons of the 
church, or In,.(he^pi-ayer book or In the 
bible wh|ch Is road.

At the.same time .ftll depart- 
ments of the church's wbrttpfirc repre- 
sented and reported upon,., especially 
missions, althpugh there are. other gen- 
eral meetings at other times.;of repre- 
sentatives from ,the whole church as .a 
boara of missions.

HEAVY RAIN FLOODED TOWN. 


Saturday Night's Storm Was One o 


the Severest In the City's History, 
It rainea In Coloraao Springs Saturdaj 


night. Or It would be more proper ti 
say there was a cloudburst In thli 
city,' When it was over, everyone, evei 
old timers, conceded that it was one 
of the worst storms this city has eve 
known. 


Streets were flooded, cellars were 


filled, the electric plant was damaged 
a water main was washed out, and the 
town was generally soaked. The rail 
came down In torrents and was driven 
by the wind In sheets. It was a case o 
getting soaked through If you stopped 
out of shelter for a moment. 


The storm broke shortly 
after 
o'clock and until 9 o'clock U raged with 
terrlflc violence. For an hour longe 
the rain fell quite sharply and It wa 
fully 10 o'clock before It was all over 
The rain was accompanied by heavy 
claps of thunder and the most vivid 
lightning ever seen here. Fortunately 
no serious damage was done by th 
lightning and It did not seem to be a 
close as on Thursday night. 


As far as learned, the chief damag 
was done to the water system and th 
electric light plant. The latter's ma 
chlnery was damaged by the electricity 
and one of the dynamos was put ou 
of .business. Nowhere in the city wa 
there an electric light burning with 
full brilliancy'after. 7 o'clock. One o 
two circuits were out entirely and acv 
eral times the whole city was cast Int 
darkness.- At jio time during the earl;, 
part of the night were the lights stron 
enough to .work by. If it had not been 
for the gas plant many of the all-nigh 
offices would have been unable to com 
plete the night's work. Several of th 
stores closed up early on account o 
.the poor lights. 


The next greatest damage was don 
to the water system. The main whlcr 
comes Into the city across Monumen 
creek, behind the college, was waahe< 
out. 
This main is stretched across th 
creek and it is supposed that som 
driftwood hit It and broke It. The wate 
poured Into the creek and swelled tha 
already raging water course almost tc 
a flood point. This main supplies sev 
eral residence blocks in the north em 
and for some hours the residents of Pel 
ham place and those living In 
th 
neighborhood of the college were with 
out water. -Water Superintendent Hop 
kins was notified and Immediately go 
his men to work and after some little 
work succeeaea In shutting off the 
waste and turnea the water Into the 
other main,which crosses several blockt 
further north. The residences supplied 
by the main that broke were connectec 
with the other main and the water fam 
Ine was stopped. The broken main wll: 
be repaired as soon as possible. 
The street committee haa men work 
Ing all the fore part of the night keep- 
Ing the ditch boxes open. The rain was 
so ;heavy that In several places the 
streets were regular lakes. The ditch 
boxes filed with trash and driftwood 
ana It was almost impossible to pass 
some corners. Nevada avenue suffered 
particularly In this respect. 
Th rain was heavy all over the city 


The north ena was a succession o 
small lakes and the water was a, foot 
and a half deep In several places. The 
west side was a regular swamp In spots 
Cellars were filled all through the 
city ana when daylight comes it wll 
doubtless be found that much damage 
was done. So far as couia be learned 
no houaes or buildings werfi struck by 
lightning. 


All the creeks In .this vicinity were 
raging. Monument creek had the ex- 
tra force of the broken water main at 
the college and H was on a tear. 
Fountain creek was 
also 
full 
arid 
Shock's run was a raging torrent. It 
Is, believed that much damage was done 
up and aown the railroads, although no 
definite reports were received during 
the night. 
All trains "were la'te an< 
had to feel their way along. 


In all probability reports of further 
damage will come In during tortay as 
the rain was so.heavy that It will be a 
wonder if greater damage was not done 
up and down the Fountain valley. ; 


CHLOROFORMED BY BURGLArtS, 


Robbers Entered the Home of Pat- 


rick Ducey and Carried Away 


Plunder. 


Burglars broke Into the residence of 
Mr; Patrick Ducey, 1124 North Tejon 
street, Saturday night, and after chlo- 
roforming all tho occupants, ransacked 
the house. A small amount of cosh, a 
gold watch, a euit of clothes, Jewelry 
and furs, voluea altogether at about 
»30U, were taken, and there Is no clew 
to the laentlty of the thief s.

Mr. Ducey 
returned home about 9:30 and being 
very much worn out he retired at once.

When he awoke at 4 o'clock Mr. Du- 
cey remembers of saying to himself that 
hi* sleep was returning again and con- 
gratulating himself on the first good 
rest he. has had for a long time. But 
the rest was not the sweet slumber 
which "knits up the raveled sleeve of 
of-care." It was the unnatural sleep 
following a dose, of a deadly drug. 


The burglars entered through a aoor 


into the cellar at the back of the house. 
The housekeeper neglected to fasten 
:he door connecting the cellar with 
the kitchen, and when once the outer 
aoor was forcea open, the thieves haa 
free access to the house.

It Is said, and will operate In connec- 
tion with the Short Line from a pdlnt 
near Clyde. 26 miles from this city. The 
projected line will run to the summit 
of the Peak and. If built. Is designed to 
be a strong competitor for the Cog road 
The Short Line has no connection with 
tho promoters. 


The "entlemen and firms composing 
the syndicate are Wm. A. Otis & Co. 
C. M. MacNelll. E. P. Shove, Henry

Babbitt and Thayer. The company was 
Incorporated at a nominal capitaliza- 
tion of $100,000, and It la proposed to 
Issue stock and bonds to cover tho cos 
of equipment.
